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IN these sketches of theEotty History of Bengal, E have arrived at the point, 
^ at which it beconaes necessary to consider in detaif the evidence with 
regard to the origin of the Sena dynasty, which succeeded that of the Pilas, 
and as, in dealing with this matter, I shall have to discuss, among others, 
the theory put forward by RaS Saheb Nagendranath Basu, in his Banger 
yatiya ItihaSt it will not he out of place here to draw attention again to the 
methods adopted, and the work accomplished, by that scholar, in elucidating 
some of the problems of Indian, and, more especially, of Bengal History. 
I have already in my fifth paper, referred to his use of the materials 
furnished by various genealogical treatises in his History of the Castes of 
Bengal. The portions of that work hitherto made available to the public are,— 
the first and second volumes of “ Brahmana Kanda,'^ (The Brahman stock}, 
the first volume of Valsya Kinda," and KStjanya Kanda," the first part of 
a treatise on the Ktyastha caste. Of Br&hmana Kin da" the first edition 
of the first volume was published in the year 1305 of tlie Bengal Bra, 
(189S-99 A. D.], and of the second in 1311 B. (1.(1904.05 A. D.}, and a 
second edition of both voEnmes appeared la 1318 B. E. {[9)1* 12 A. D.) 
** Vaisya Klnda" (tst vol.) was published in igit-ia, and " Rajanya Kinda*' 
in 1914. 

In his preface to his first edition of the first volume of “ Brahmana 
Kanda," the Rai Saheb, after referring to what has often been remarked by 
European scholars, as to the poverty of Indian literature in historical work, 
expresses the surmise that, in ancient times, there was no lack of historical 
writing in India, faut many books on the history of different dynasties have 
been lost through the destruction caused by w-ar and invasion, and still more, 
through the ravages of the Indian climate. Writings connected with religion 
were preserved with difficulty, while those dealing with politics, a matter of 
less importance, perished. The subjection of the greater part of India to 
foreign rule, again, accounted for a diminution of interest in political history, 
but social history, in the shape of genealogies and family records, was always 
regarded as of great importance. Such records were preserved in ancient 
times, for the benefit of society, by Munis, Rlshls, and Acaryas. acid, at a 
later period, Hmda Kings appointed KulSceryas to maintain the dignity and 
settle the precedence of the principal castes, maintain records of family con. 
nectioas, and prevent the confusion, to which social dispotes might give rise. 

In Bengal, especially, while materials for political hbtory are scanty, 
family records are still to be found in abundance, and genealogies 
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(Kulagrantlias) contaiiiitig brief historical notices of the different Santajas, 
or caste groups, are kept by Kulacaryas. SamajdirB, and pradhjns, not only 
fer the higher, but for the lower castes also. The author eiplains how, nioe 
years before, while engaged in the compilation of his monutnetital work, 
VisvaJiosAa, a Bengali encyclopedia, he began, with the help of others, the 
collection, from different parts of Bengal, of manuscript books on genealogy 
and family history, to form the basis of a complete account of the castes of 
Bengal. These books, naturally, contain many allusions to political events, 
and the project involves an extensive investigation of the general history 
of the country, in the course of which the author has evidently made a 
painstaking study of all the sources available to him. 

The Rai Saheb laments that with the spread of western civilisation, respect 
for the science of genealogy has diminished; many Kulacaryas have aban¬ 
doned their calling, and made over predous genealc^cal records to ghataks, 
or matchmakers, of a low class, by whom they are liable to be falsified or 
destroyed. Owing to personal spite, or some corrupt motive, on the part of 
modern ghataks, pure castes have been degraded, by having serious ‘ faults’ 
(Ort^) “planted" (’Stc*t 1 ^ 55 ) on them, while low castes have been raised m 
Status. The expression requires a word of explanation. It is probable 

that, during the predominance of the Buddhist and Jaina religion, a caste 
system, such as we see at present in “orthodox" Hindu society, hardly 
existed in Bengal. Casles there were, but the elaborate subdivisions now 
found did not exist, and, even between members of different major castes, 
intermarriage frequently occurred. Towards the end of the it lb century 
A. D., Buddhism began to lose its popularity, and a movement, which 
started, in favour of Brahmanical Hinduism and social discrimination, 
fadliiated the overthrow of the P 5 la dynasty, and the substitution of that 
of the Senas. King Balia la Se»a is celebrated as the founder of Kulinism 
in Bengal. He is credited with having set apart, and formed into a separate 
and superior subcaste (Kola) a certain number of gotras, (family groups) of 
Brahmans, selected as being distinguished by the following nine Iaksha.nas, 
(qualities, or marks of excellence)—acam, habits of Ufe, vinaya, (discipline), 
vidya. (learning), pratisthB, (eminence), tirthadarsana, (visits to holy plains), 
nUtia, (steadfastness), avriti* (observance of rules in regard to inler-marriage 
between families), tapas, austerities, and dan a, (charity). 

Lower sub-castes of Brahmans ivcre also formed, and given each its 
place in an order of precedence. A similar arrangement of sub-castes of 
Klyasthas was made. 

After this reform had been carried out, in course of time, it was found 
that certain gotras and families had departed from the standards laid down 
or them, by lapses of conduct of different kinds, on the part of some of their 
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inemb«rs, or jnter-mairiage with lower sob-castes, and from time to time, 
rearrange men ts of the order of precedence were made by different Hindu 
kings, andj after the Mahommedan conijuest, by eminent Kuiacflryas, or 
other persons, whose authority in such matters was accepted generalJy 
among the Hindu community, certain families being degraded to a lower, 
and others raised to a higher sub-caste. The causes of degradalion were 
called rforar IfauUs). In accounts of a rearrangement {Samikaraa) of Brahman 
sub-casies, said to have been the sytli. ™adc by one Daitakhm or Dattakhis. 
at the end of the t4th century, twenty-five different dosas are mentioned as 
entailing degradation. Of these, some are offences against morality, one 
an irregularity in worship, hut most arc breaches of caste rules relating to 
martiage, such as the adinission into the family by marriage of girls bekmging 
io lower castes, or alfiicled with certain physical defects, such as blindness, 
dumbness, or leprosy. Such tran^ressions entailed degradation, it appears, 
for the whole of the offender’s family, and also for other families, if they kept 
up social relalioiis, especially inter-marriage, with a family thus degraded. 
It is easy to understand what jealousies and lioart-bLrnings must have 
been caused by these castc-reforms, whatever compensaling benefits may 
be claimed to have been obtained from them. 

In his Introduction to the second volume of Brahmana K$nda, the author 
admits that several of the genealogical books of the 17th and i8tb centuries, 
from which he ijuotes, wliile they contam some historical iDlormation of value, 
are disfigured by partiality, and include genealogies of doubtful authcniicity. 

In his Introduction to Rajanya Rinda, he writes that, formerly, learned 
and religious men, well acquainted with a history of the different Samijas, 
or caste subdivisions, were appointed to the office of Kulacirya, and such 
men enjoyed the confidence and respect of all. Wliite the Kayastlia* iiad 
SLcb men for their Kolaciryas, the prestige of the caste remaiued unimpaired. 
But, in later times, ignorant genealogUts, allured by the lemplatioiis oI 
self-interest, devoted themselves to raking up scandals, (searching for dosas). 
Wherever such men encountered opposition to their interest, they forgot 
their duty, and attempted to fasten a stigma on the class which incurred their 
enmity* U is men of this class, who have stabbed the Kayastha community 
with a poisoned spear, by atlachiiJg to it the imputaUon of Sndrahood, U, 
who asserted that the Kayasthas are Sudras, Apart from mteuiiona! 
missUtemeats of fact in genealogical treatises, the Rai Saheb’s work gives 
many iosUnces of mistakes which they contain, due to carelessness, 
disregard for historical accuracy, confusion of names, copyUts' errors, etc. It 

is clear tliat, while it would be a mistake to neglect entirely the historical 

evidence, which such documents may contain, the utmost caution in dealing 
with them is called for*. 
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1 ^boutd not leave the introductary Part of RAjanja tCanda without 
reference to the very interesting account there given of the ancient custom 
of reciting the genealogies of families on certain ceremonial occasions, and 
especially at weddings, at which the bridegroom's descent was proclaimed 
by the family priest, and that of the bride by the head of the family. *This 
was rendered necessary especially by the rule prohibiting marriage within 
the gotra. The present practice, on such occasions, is to announce the 
names of the parties' ascendants for three generations, as well as their 
respective gotras and pravaras. Certain ancient family histories In Bengali 
verse, which are preserved in branches of the Kiyastha caste, are known by 
the name of daka, from the pracUce of reading them aloud at weddings etc.. 

and more modern books of the same class are called d^kuras, dhSkuras, and 

dhakuris. This literature may be compared with that of the Rajput Blilts 

and Chjrans- ■ c t 

The outstanding events of the end of the eleventh and begiooing of the 

twelfth century in Bengal were, (i) the downfall of the Pal a dynasty, and 
the rise of Senas. (3) the decline of Buddhism, and (3} the establishment of 
a new caste system, these three changes being closely connected. As has 
been shown in the preceding paper, the Kaivartta revolt, from the effects 
of which the power of the Pilas, never really recovered, was probably 
connected with a reaction against Buddhism, which may have been accentuated 
by an atlempt on their part to enforce on unwilling subjects a strict 
observance of Buddhist tenets in regard to the taking of life. The KaivartU 
revolt was crushed by Rimapila, but only with the help of a number of allied 
feudatory petty chiefs, several of whom—among them, probably, the Senas—, 
were themselves favourable to a movement of religious reform, which was 
then developing. That reform professed to represent a tradition older than 
Buddhism, from which Buddhist beliefs and practices had departed through 
error and corruption, and among its special features was a protest against 
the democratic and egalitarian tendencies of Buddhism, and a determination 
to uphold and multiply sociai and racial distinctions. The popular religion 
of the time was, probably, of the kind, which has come to be called Tantrik, 
With regard to Tantrik Ideas and practices, very little reliable information has 
hitherto been available to European students, but light is now* being thrown 
on the subject, through the researches of Sir John Woodroffe and others. 
The name Tantra is properly applied to a great class of Indian literature, just 
as the name Purina b applied to another class. It is derived from the 
Sanskrit root tan, meaning " stretch " or « spread,” and may have conveyed 
the idea of spreading knowledge of doctrine. 

There were Tantras dealing with many subjects,—religion, philosophy, 
phj*sical science, medicine, history, geography, etc., and iheir production 
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appears to h^tve been most active in the loth an J ritb cent uries, and in 
Bengal. The Tantras d^Aling mth religion tnciiilcated different beliefs and 
practices—there were Budfhist (Bauddti^], Saiva, Sakta, Vabboava, etCp^ 
Tantras. On the relrgiotn side, Tantriam seems to ha^e been* not so much 
a distinct religionj as % r^rtaio impress giyen to a number of different 
religions at a parttcnlar pelt'd- That irnpress* like the infllience of Buddbism, 
appears to have been in th^fSireetton of popular mlher than aristocratic or 
excltisive religion. Tbns^ tHc Gautamiya Tantra say^ that the tantrasSistrap 
which Ls the Ststra for tbeKaliyuga, or the age in which we live^ Just as the 
Vedas and the Pwrlnas for former ages, Ls for men of all castes, and for 
all women. Tantrik Bud^fi ism was^ no doubt, a compromise—a coocesston 
made by Buddhism to the popular belief in nutnerous mafiifestaUons of the 
divinity or Brahma, and to pc?pu1ar forms of wors^hip. 

For about a thousand Je^rs, the religious Tantras have formed the basis 
of muchp if not most^ of whatj for want of a better rtame^ may he c;i1led 
orthodox Hinduism^ in and^ on that account* they have been the 

special object of attack W reformere of different binds'-^whether V^aidik 
BrahmanSf who professed to base thei*^ doctrine and practice on the Velas, 
Vaishnava reformers in th* Xjth and i6th, or modern reformers of Hinduism 
in the 191 h and aoth centorfes. It \s impossibfe for anyone^ other than a 
Hindu, who has been brougit directly into contact with Tantriks, to judge 
how touch truth there iriijr be in the charges of immorality, degraded 
ritesp etc, which have Ireti brought ^fainst ihem. Such charges are 
commooly made by one sectstgainst anotheri and they may be supported 
from passages in rcIigiousT'antras, as ensily from passage.^ of the Bible 
or other Christian religioiis IsookSp separated from their context. Certain 
Tantras, xvhich deal with nagic, may represent a degradation of science, 
similar to that ivhich produce] the franduEcnt astrology and alchemy of the 
dark ages in Europe. 

The religious and soci^ ■■eforniation above referred to, appears to have 
been furthered by the emiigntiori of families of Brahmans from North-Western 
and Southern India to Bengil^in some caseSp at the invitation of local chiefs. 
Besides the Senas, as mentbeaed In my fifth paper, members of the Varmi 
and Sura dynasties are ^^!m•^iited with having brought Brahmans from the 
north-w'est, by popular traditi«fl enshrined in various rhyming genealonies. 

As regards migration of Brahmans and Kayasthas to Bengal from the 
south, the traditions are le#^ ^lefinite. In diRerent parts of Bengal groups 
of Void ik Brahmins arcToasd, who are known by the name daks hint tya 
pointing to a snuthem oT^in, In a work entitled ** Dik^liinitya Vaidika 
Kulsrahasya^'by one PrftitMhiia Vldyastgar, publbhed in iSaj, it is said 
that all the Dikshinttya Vaidik Brahmans in Bengal belong to the class of 
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" Drtvida/^ which is one of the ten classes of Br^^bmans mentioned In Ihe 
Paribas, and there b a traditbn that at a time when the study of the Vedas 
and performance of vedic ceremonies had come to be neglected lo Bengal, 
the ancestors of these Brahmans were brought here from the Drsvida country. 

Ill the KSLrikaof the Kukcarya, Panchlnana^ it is stated that the 
five K.iyastba$ impOTted by King Dhara^isura or Adityastira, ineritioned 
above came from the country of " Kotancha/^ and there are some grounds 
for holding that this may be. not another oaroe for Kanyakubja. as has 
been commonly supposed, but the name of a country in southern India. 
Panchinana says that, of the five Kayasthas^ one, An^dibar Singh a, the 
ancestor of the Singhasof northern was descended from Srikarna^ the 

ruler of the city named Kar^^li^ situated on the bank of the Narmada River. 
Another* &>ma Ghpsha, was a follower of Srikarua, and descendant of a 
chief named Surya Ghosh a who nuled at Suryanagar. Panchi nan a mentions 
also that some descendants of Surya Ghosha became rulers of Chandrahlsgiri 
in Mabb^r. In the Nagporc Museum there is a stone inscription of a king 
named Surya Ghosba^ whiEh shows that he reigned In what are now the 
Central Provinces in the 7th Century A. D. It is possible that, after the 
descendants of Surya Ghosha had lost their kingdom to the Kesari dynasty^ 
some of them may have migrated to Malabar. 

Wilh regard to the Varma dynasty, it has been suggested by Rai Saheb 
Nagendranath Basu that the coirect reading of the name of Harivarmak 
father, in the damaged copper-plate grant tneniioned In my fifth paper, 
may bcp not Jyotivarmaj but Jitavarma, and that Harivarma and Syamafa- 
varma may have been step-brothers. Syimalavarmak mother, as the Belova 
grant shows, was Virasri, daughter of the great Karma K^lacurii and it 
appears from the same e vide me that Sy^malak chief queen was Mllavyadevi 
Trailokyasundarii daughter of Jagadvijaya malbp who w^as the son of 
Uday&dilyap King of Malava* mentioned in my fifth paper^ There is 
evidence In an inscription of Jagadvijayak elder brother* Lakshmadeva, found 
at Nagpur, that Malava was. at one time conquered by Kama* and was 
recovered ffom him by Udayaditya* and the Rai Saheb suggests, with some 
plausibility, that, when Harivarma ruled over Vanga^ his younger step¬ 
brother, Syimala, may have been brought up at the court of his maternal 
grand-father, Kama, and this may have led to his marriage wilh the 
Milava Prince^s^ It b likely enough that the hostilities between Udayiditja 
and Kama may have terminated in an alliance betiveen them^ cemented 
through his marriage of the former's grand-daughter to the lattcr^a grand-son. 
Subsequently, ii: would appear, there was fighting between Udayiditya's 
sons and HarivarTiiaj which resulted in the latter being driven from 
Vanga, and replaced on the throne of that cntiutry by his step-brother,. 
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Sydmala. Harivarma may then have retired to Sinbapura in Rida, and 
sought alliance with, or placed him^etf under the protection of Kings of 
Kalinga. Sylmalavarma’s Mher-i4^UiV| Jagadvijayamallap also known to 
history as Jagaddeva^ Jagadeo Paramirp and Jagamala^ was the third of 
Udayiditya's sons^ In the inscription of his elder brotherp Lakshmadeva, 
who succeeded to the throne of Milavap found at Nagpur, it is stated that, 
w^hen he needed elephants, he invaded Hari^s country^ and afterw^ards 
captured the city of the Lord of Cau^ap and put him to flightp wbffe the 
rulers of Anga and Kalinga aUo submitted to hiniH The above theoiy may 
account for a curious genealogy of Sylmalavarma in a Vaidika Kulapanji ** 
by one Is vara Vaidika^ which gives the narnea of his mother and mater naJ 
grand^faiherp but not of his father or paternal grand-father. It is there slated 
that Mahatlja Trivikrania had by Ids wife named Mftlati a son narned 
Kar^asena, \vhose daughterp Vilolap had tw'o sons named Mai la and 
^yliualavarma. 

This account, it may be observed, differs from those quoted from 
other genealogical w'orks in my fifth paper: In those passageSp the name 
\ljaya Sena appears to have been entered for Kar^a SenSp by a copyist’s 
mistake, ft is dear that ihe genealogies of the Varma Kings given in these 
books cannot be trustedi and there seems to be no reliable evidence of 
relationship between them and the Sura or the Sena dynasty. 

it should also be mentioned that it has been ascertained that, in a 
passage; quoted from another Vaidika Ku1apan|i^ ** in my fifth ppecp 
Kl^ipuri was writtenp for Kisi. (Benaresl and Svamarekha for Svarnarekha- 
purl by mistakep so that the Rai Salieb's identification of Ktsipuri falls 
to the ground. 

All the genealogical books of the western Valdik Brahmans in Bengal 
allege that their ancestors came from the Samnj of Karnlvati. This 
was a Samlj of Brahmans established by Kar^a near Benares^ and called 
after him, A grant of Kar^Vs sOUp Jasakar^adeva, found at Jabbalpur, 
mentions, among Karpa’s great works, the establishment of the Kar^tvati 
Samljp and the erection at Benares of a great temple called Kar^ameru. 

1 have referredt iit my fifth paperp to the traditioti current in Bengal, 
according to which a king named Adisura brought to Bengal from Kanauj 
five Vaidik BrahmanSp w'ho were the founders of existing B rahman goiras- 
This story b reproduced in ntimctous Ku lag rant has, Kubpanjtkas etc., 
in various forms, differing from one another widely in the most material 
points, such as the date of Adisura, the narnes of the five Brail mans, and 
other particulars. According to one form of the traditioop the five Brahmans 
were accompanied by five Kayasthas, who were the ancestors of so many 
gotras of that caste. There is another tradition, according to which five 
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Vaidik Brahmans, and five Ktyasthas of pure descent were imported into 
norttierit Rada by a king named Dhara^isura, who took the name of 
Adityasara. The only evidence, which can he called Jitstorical, of a Uoe 
of chiefs with names ending in Sura having reigned in Bengal is to he 
found in the reference in the Tiromallai inscription {vidt my third paper), 
to Rapasura of stmthern Rida, the reference to a royal race of Sura^ 
in a grant of the 3i3t year of Vijaya Sena mentioned in my fifth paper, 
and the meat ion of Lakshmisura in the Rimacarita, (erVe my sixth paper). 
Ranasura, it should be said, is not mentioned tn any of the genealogical 
books. 

As to the origin of the Adisura tradition, the most probable conieciure 
is, no doubt, that suggested by Rai Saheb Nagendranlth Base, iff#., that 
the name, meaning " first, or chief Sura" may have been given by the 
genealogbts to one or more kings or chiefs, who. in furtherance of the 
reform movement above alluded to, may have introduced into Bengal from 
northern, or from southern India. Vaidik Brahmans, and Kayasthas, who 
w'crc followers of the reformed Vaidik doctrines and practices. 

It is maintained, however, by the Rai Saheb, and other Bengali writers, 
that the first king, who brought five Brahmans from Kanauj to Gau^a, and 
thus acquired the title of Adisura, was none other than Jayanta, who is said 
to have reigned at Puodravardhana in the eighth century A.D, (tnVfe my first 
paper). On the basis of various Kulagranthas and Kulapanjikas a theory 
has been built up that Jayanta mils succeeded by a son named Bhusura, 
who, on the accession of GopSfla to the throne of Gau^a, migrated to 
Rada, and was the ancestor of a line of Sura chiefs, who reigned in success 
sion over different parts of down to the time when that country came 

under the dominion of the Senas, 

The whole of this theory is without htstorioal foundation. In the first 
place, as shown in my first paper, there is some doubt whether Jayanta 
ever existed. The statement that Jayanta was succeeded by a son named 
Bhusura rests on a verse in a single book of genealogy, said to be aoo 
years old, which formed part of a coUecti on left by a deceased ghatak 
named. Baagashibadan Bidyaratna, and a copy of which was taken by the Rai 
Saheb'* more than 15 years,” before the publication of RAja^ya KSn^a. or 
about the year J Bgd. It appears that the original is not now forthcoming, 
and in any case, the evidence afforded by such books is not trustworthy, as 
the Rai Saheb himself admits. The Brahman and Kayastha authors of 
Knlagranthas, dkkas, d&kuras etc, had, in every case, the strongest personal 
motive for enhanciog the antiquity and prestige of particular castes, 
snb-castes, and families, while they bad little or no regard for historical 
accuracy, lo Bengal, where everything is new, and subject to constant 
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change, exaggerated importance is attached to antiquity, and there is a 
tendency to ascribe au immemorial origin to institutions, which are relative¬ 
ly modern. In pursuit of this tendency, genealogical writers appear to 

have gone to considerable lengths, and it is even suspected that, since the 
publicatiou of the results of areli® ological research, changes and interpola¬ 
tions have been made in Kula panjikas etc-, or new books of thU class have 
been rapidly composed, to fit in with authentic facts ascertained from insenp- 
tions. A copper-plate grant of a chief named Latitasura. appirently of the 
loth century A. D., has been found in the Him dayan state of Bidrinaih, 
and a stone inscription of one Ranasura in Nepal, but nothing can be 
inferred from them with regard to a Sura dynasty m Bengal. The name or 
title “Sura” meaning “ Hero" or «warrior,’’ was, no doubt, barne or 
assumed by chiefs of different dynasties, in different parts of India, like 
the names or titles, “ Pala.” Sena,*’ and " Varma,'’ 

Of greater interest are the indications in extant works of the poet 
Bliavabhuti. who flourished at the court of Yasovarma at (Canauj m the 
eighth century A. D.—Milatimadhava, ViracariU, auJ Uttaracinta—of the 
decline of Buddhism, and the progress of the Vaidik cult- In Southern ItjJja, 
about the same time, the efforts of the reformers, Kumarita and Sankara, 
were tending in that direction. The speciality of the Vaidik Brahmans was 
knowledge of the forms of sacrifice and other ccremouioi prescribed in the 
V'edas, and different divisions of the caste were known, by the names of the 
Vedas, which they specially followed, as rigvedi. saraavedi, and ySjurvedi. 
The fact that Buddhbt predominance lasted much longer, an d the Vaidik 
reform was later delayed in Bengal than in other parts of India, probably 
accounts for a tradition that Bengal was an ■ impure' country where Lie 
‘twice boro' were forbidden to reside. The Vaidik Brahmans professed to 
be alone capable of performing sacrifices and other ceremonies in accor^nce 
with the pure rites prescribed in the vedas, and various acCOunU of the in* 
troJuctiOLi of Vaidik Bralimans to Bengal represent some king or chief, who 
wished to have a parlicuUr ceremony performed, and coultl find no one 
qualified to celebrate it in his own territory, as having induc-J Bfahmuns to 
come for the purpose from Kaoau). Usually, ihi introduction of Vaidtk 
religion under royal patronage was accompanied by an attempt to create a 
caste system, the sub-divbion of castes, establbhment of an order of caste 
—precedence, and enforcement of prohibitions against inter-marriage But 
more than once, it appears, in course of time, the descendants of Vaidik 
Brahmans thus imported, fell away from strict Vaidik principles and practice, 

and relapsed into Buddhism and Tantrism, ^ 

As to the Suras of Bengal, all the reliable informaUon that we possess, 
so far, is, tsL that, about the year loao A, D., at the time of Rajendra Cola s 
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invasion, there nras a chief named Ranasura ruling in soulhern Rfida ; ^nd, 
that, later on, towards the end of the nth century, there was a chief named 
^kshtnisura, who ruled also, probably in R&da, and who joined the con¬ 
federacy, which helped RSinapflta in recovering part of Northern Bengal. 
But we are not sure that Ranasura and Lakshmisura belonged to the same 
family or dyti«tsty. 

The principal record throwing light on the origin of the Sena dynasty 
b an inscription engraved on stone, found at DevapSda, near Godagfiri, in 
Rajshahi district, which records the erection of a temple of Pradyumnesvara 
Siva by Vijaya Sena, Part of the village of Devap^^a is called locally 
“ Padomsabar." This inscription was composed by a court poet named 
Umapati Dhar, and sets forth that Sa manta Sena was descended from the 
moon-tace of Virasena, who reigned in the south, that he destroyed the 
malignant enemies of the KamlU power, and that, in old age, he retired to 
a forest hermitage *' perfumed with the odour of sacrifice, where the fawns 
were suckled by the hermit women, and the parrots recited the Vedas.'* 
Samanta Sena had a son, Hemanta Sena, also a great warrior, whose son was 
Vijaya Sena. In the Madhalnagar copper-plate grant of Lakshmana Sena, 
grandson of Vijaya, Sftmanta Sena Is described as the descendant of a 
Kamata Kshatriya line. 

From the word Karnita occuring in these records Babu Ramaprasftd 
Chanda, the author of “ GaudarajaraSla," has inferred that tlie Senas may 
have come in the train of Vikram£ditya VI, or Vikramanka, of the Chalukya 
dynaaty of Katyini, who appears to have invaded Bengal during the reign 
of Vigrafiapflla III, and may have settled in as vassals of the Chilukyas. 

This theory has been referred to in the fifth of the present series of papers. 
It has been pointed out, however, by Rai Saheb NagendranStb Basu that 
there had often previously been relations between Bengal and different 
southern powers, which may have led to the migration of families from 
south India to Bengal, some of whom may have settled as feudatotks under 
one or other of the Bengal kings, and that such families, from their origin, 
would be called Karii5ta. A stone inscription of the year i68g A, D., found 
at Khatmandu in Nepal, shows that the dynasty founded by King N^nya, 
which ruled in Mithila, and afterwards contjoered Nepal, was knotvn as 
Karnataka. The Rashtrakuta state in Magadha, mentioned in my fifth 
paper, of which Mahana, RSmap&Ia’s uncle and principal ally, was chief, 
seems to be an instance in point, of a petty state ruled hy a lam^y, which 
had their origin in a far distant part of India, There is mention in the 
Dharmamangala, {vide my second paper), of one l-aosena, who ruled in w'hat 
is now Midnapore district in the time of Devapila, but there is no evidence 
of any conoection between him and the family, to which the later rulers of 
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Bengal belonged. The name or title, Sena, was home at different tiroes 
by quite distinct families ia various parts of India. 

It is probable that the Senas were originally petty chiefs in R9^a. 
Viiaya, the real founder of the dynasty’s greater fortunes, seems to have 
joined RSmapala’s confederacy. In the list of confederate chiefs In the 

RSmacarila, we find “ Vijaya, chief of Nidribala". This name maybe 

connected with Nidrali, W'hich occurs in genealogies of the Vareodra 
Brahmans, and which, tradition says, was the name of a village, since 
di I aviated by the Padma, or main stream of the Ganges, which lay about 
nine miles west of the present town of Rampur*BoaIiya. If those supposi¬ 
tions are correct. Vijaya’s stale must have extended to the bants of the 

Padma even before the lime of RAmap^la. Hemantapur or Hematpur, a 
place near the right bant of the Bhftgirathi, or southern branch of the Canges 
in the Rada portion of what is now Murshidibad district, may have been 
named alter Hemanta Sena, Vijaya's father. The part which Vijaya Sena 
took in Kimapala's war against the Kaivartlas, probably enabled the 
former to assert itidcpendencc, adding to his dominions southwestern 
Varendri, as well as the greater part of Rarja. In the Dcvapftda inscription 
there is evidence of his having come into collision with a number of neigh- 
bouring rulers, including the Lord of Gauda, who may have been RfimapJila's 
successor, Kumarapila, Ninya, the founder of a Kamfitaka dynasty in Mlthila, 
mentioned above, and rulers of Kamrup and Kaltaga. A maouscfipi 
preserved in the library of the Deutsche Morgenlandischc Gescllschaft at 
Berlin establUhcs that Nfinya was on the throne of Mithila in the year 
1097 A.D„ w hich helps to give the date of Vijaya Sena. There » a curious 
passage of the De vapid a inscription, where Xtnya and other chiefs captured 
by Vijaya are represented as taunting one another in prison. Of the 
prisoners’ names there given, three, Sura, Vira, and Varddhana, correspond to 
names of allies of Ramapab mentioned in the R3.macanta. Another passage 
refers to a fleet of ships having been despatched by Vijaya on a successful 
expedition westward, no doubt up the Ganges. It was perhaps over this 
fleet that Vaidyadeva, Kumarapita’s minister, claimed, in the Kamauli grant, 

to have gained a victory. , „ j • • 

The account of Vijaya’s conquests, given in the Devapada inscription, 
may be exaggerated, but it is borne out, to some eitent, by the undoubted 
fact that Vijaya’s successor. Balllla. ruled over, practically, the whole of 
Bengal. A copper-plate grant of the 31st y«r of Vijaya’s reigo is dated 
from the royal t=amp or tent of Vrkramapura- This is the grant, referred to 
in my fifth paper, which describes Vijaya's queen Vilasadevt mother of 

Balllla Sena, as beiog descended from the ™yal race of Sura. 

Babu Rlkhll Dls Bannerji, in his history of Bengal, relates that the 
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at the bstance of Lakshmana Sena. Another verse of ihe Adbfiatasftgar 
giv«a loSi Saka, or U59 A. D., as Ihe first year of Baltala Sena's reign. 
Various theories have been put for^vard with the object of reconciHng tliese 
apparent discrepancies. We may, I ihinkj dismiss the theory of the !ate Rai 
Manamohaii Chakravarti Bahadur^ that the Lakshmana era started with the 
accession of Slmanta Sena^ which is based chiefly on an identification of 
Ragbava mentioned in the Devapada tnscriptinnp^ as one of Vijaya Sena^s 
prisonerSi with a chief of the same name^ who reigned in Orissa about the 
middle of the lath century A. The theory advanced by the late Mr^ Vjrtcenl 
Smith| that the era began with the accession of Vijaya Senap seems to he 
equally untenable, and the statement of the Thibetan bbtortaUp T^ranath^ which 
would make the era date from the accession of Hemanta Seua^ finds no corro¬ 
boration. Bahu RakhAl Dds Bannarji holds that Ihe Lakshmana era dated, 
according to custom^ from the accession of Lakshmana Sena^ which took place 
in the year uig A. D- He points out that the verses of the Danasigar and 
Abhutasagar^ quoted as giving dates for Balia la and Lakshmana, do not 
occur in all manuscripts of those books, and suggests that they may be 
interpolated. In a note published in the journal of the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal for July [9131 Bubu R. Bannarji drew attention to four inscriptions 
found id the Gaya District, which throw some light on the date of Lakshmana 
Sena. Of these, two^ found at Badh-Gaya, are dated in the 5tst and 72nd 
years of the by-gone reign'' (atita rSjya) of Lakshmana Sena, and record 
the erection of an image of Buddha, and certain donations by Asoka- 
calladeva,'' atid donaiiaus by one S^hauapala, son of Citabrahma, and 
treasurer to Prince Dasaratha, younger brother of King AsokataUadeva of 
the Khasa country in the SapidaJaksha (Siwalik) mountains^ respectively. 
Another, found at Gaya id dated tn the year 1813 of the Nhrvftna era, and 
records the erection of a Buddhist shrirLe (gandhakuti), under the supervision 
of Dharmmaraksliita, the spiritual adviser of Purusottama Sin ha, King of 
the Kama (Kumaon) country. It sets forth that Purusottama, seeing that 
the religion of the Buddha was m a declining state, sought the help of the 
two neighbouring kings, Asokacalla, of the Sapidalaksha mountains, and the 
King of the Chindas, aiid restored It. The fourth inscription, also found at 
Bodh Gaya, has not been fully deciphered, and bears no date, but it contains 
the names of Asokacalladcva and Dhatmitiarakshita, as well as of two offices, 
the Sidlianika, whose name was Brahmacita, and the Mahimandalikaj 
SflhajapUa. It also mcottons certain elders from Ceylon (Sinhalih 
Sthavirib). 

It is'likely that the name Brabmadta in the fourth inscription refers to 
the same person as CaUbrahma in the second^aJso that Sihanapila and 
Sihajapila refer to the same persoti, the difference of one letter in the 
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writing of the oame in the two inscriptions being due to a mistake. The 
connection between the four inscriptions b clear* 

It is maintained fay Babu D. Bannarji that Ballila Sena^s reign came 
to an end in the year 1119 A* D,, when he was succeeded by Lakshmana 
Stna, and* further, that the expression ”atlts rijya ** in the first two 
inscriptions above quoted indicates that Laksbmana's reign had come to an 
end before they were made. It b thus inferred from the date of the first 
inscription, that Lakshmana liad ceased to reign before the 51st year from 
his accession, that is to say^ before the year 1170 D* 

This theory seems> at first sight, inconsistent with the statement in 
Minhajuddm's Persian chronicle, TabakaUi-^fasirt, thatj at the time of the 
capture ol Nadiya by Mahammad-i^Baktiyar, " Lakhmanija,'* 
Lakshmana^ was King of Bengal^ and in the Both year of his age as well as 
of his rrtgn* having come to the throne in the year of hb birlh* The most 
probable date of the taking of Nadiya by hfahammad^i-Bakhtiyar arrived at 
by the late Dr* filochmannp on comparison of different Mussalman chronicles, 
is 11 gS A. D. 

In answer to this objection, it is suggested that, in this particular^ the 
Tabakatri-Nasiri is Inaccurate, and that the taking of Nadiya took place, not 
in the Both year, of LakshEiianab age or reign, btit In the Both yearj from hts 
accessioiii or of his era,^ after his death, and In the time of his son, Kesava 
Sena* 

Hie theory put forward by Kai Saheb Nagendraq&tb Basu and others 
is that the year 1119 A. D., ibe starting point of the Lakshmana era, by 
which many manuscripts are dated, was the year of Lakshmanats birth, not 
the year of his succession to the throne, on the death of Balbbi Sena. A 
tradition is quoted, according to which, during BallaU^s absence on an 
expedition undertaken for the conquest of Mithila, a false report of his 
death reached Vikramapura, and, while it was current, hb son Lakshmana 
w^as bom at the latter place. This sioiy b found in a genealogtcal work 
entitled Laghublilrita, published about 50 years [t is suggested 

that, believitig Ballila to be dead* hb ministers may have placed his new 
born son on the throne, and that, after wards, to commemorate at once the birth 
of a son and heir* and his conquest of Mithila, BallaEa may have instituted 
a new era, to be called after Lakshmana, the name Lakshmanavati being 
given at the same time to a new dty establbbed on the frontier between 
Mithita and Gau^^t which came afterwards to be known as Cau^a or Goar* 

Tins theory would be consbtent willi the genuineness of the passages 
in certain copies of the Dinasigar and Adbhutasigar* which record that 
the former work was compiled by BalLita in the year 1169 A. D*, and the 
latter begun by him in 116S A* D* 
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The argument for regarding those passages as interpolated does not 
seem strong. Xo probable motive for interpolating them has been assigned, 
and it has been pointed out, with some force, by Baba Ramaprasad Chanda 
that, in making copies of books about law and astrology, a few lines giving 
the dates of their composition might, not improbably, he omUted as un¬ 
important. The theory above enunciated is also consistent with the statements 
in the Tabakat-i-Nasid that, at the time of the capture of Nadiya, Laksh- 
mana Sena was on the throne, and that he was then years of age. 

A collection of verses by different authors entitied Saduktitarn 4 mrita 
(good sayings, which are nectar to the ear) purports to have been compiled 
by Sridhar Dis, a mahimannlalika under Lakshmana Sena, in the year 
ua? Saka, (£205 A. D.^and of that king’s reign. This 

gives i i6a A, D. as the year of Ukshmtna’s accession, which is consbtent 
with ihe statement found in a copy of Adbhnlasagar, that Balia la Sena 
began that work in the year 1090 Saka (tt68 A. D.), and died leaving it 
unfinished. 

But here two difficulties arise. A passage, found in certain copies of the 
Dlnasagar, which the theory assumes to be genuine, says that the work was 
compiled by Ballila in the year 1091 Saka. (t 169 A. D,}. This difficulty 
is met by the not very satisfactory surmise that the Dinasftgar also was 
left unfinished by BallSla Sena,'and was completed by his Guru. Anlniddfsa 

Again, as already mentioned, there b a passage in the AdhhutasBgar, 
which gives io8a Saka, (it6o A- D ), as the year in which BallHab reign 
began, and from the Siuhsti grant, qnoted in my fifth paper, which pnrports 
to have been made in the nth year of hb reign, it might be inferred that 
he was still on the throne in iiyt A. D. In answer to this objection, it is 
su^sted that the year 1082 Saka, to which the beginning of Ballib's reign, 
(rajytdi), is assigned in the Adbhutasagar, was not the year of his accession 
to the throne, but the year in which Gauda was added to hb dominions. It 
Is pointed oat that the title, " Lord of Gau^a,” by which Ballflb b distin¬ 
guished in the Adbhutasagar. is not given to Vijaya Sena in the Devapsda 
inscription, or to Ballala in the Sitahati grant, made in the ttth year of hb 
reign. 

In the preface to the Adbhutastgar, Batl 9 .la is referred to as the ** king, 
whose arm was the post, to which the Gauda—ruling elephant was tied" 
Here some ruler of Gauda appears to be likened to a wild elephant, who was 
captured and tamed by BallAla, and it is suggested that thb ruler may have 
been Govinda PSIa, who ruled in Gau^a. ! have mentioned above that 
traces have been found in Magadha of kings with the surname or title Pata, who 
reigned later than the time of Madanaptla. One of these was Govinda-Pala,

whose nAme is found Iti m inscription on the Gadidhara temple at Gaya over 
a statue of a four^rmed female, as we!) as in seven extant manuscripts. The 
inscription putporls to ha^e been made in the year lajtp of the Vjkmma era, 
and in the fourteenth year of the “ by-gone reign/* (“gatarijye *') of Govinda 
Pala. The year 12^1 of the Vikrama era corresponds to 1175 A. D*, and 
it has been inferred that Govinda Pita's reign came to an end In rhe year 
1161 A. D. In one of ths manuscripts Govinda Pila t$ styled Gaudesvara, 
{Lord of Ganda}. ft is suggested that, in the year iiI 5 j A. D. corresponding 
to 1082 Sakak Ballila Sena vatiquished Govinda Plia and annexed his 
kingdom^ thereafter assundng himself the title of Gaud^^^vara. 

With regard to the two Gaya Inscriptions referred to at the beginning 
of this paper, which are dated, respectively, in the 5 tst and 72nd years of 
theby-gone reign" of Lakshtnana Sena the Rat Sabeb holds thetr dates 
to be reckoned from the year 1200 A. D., in which Lakshmana ceased to rule 
over Gauda^ on the capture of Lakshmanivati by Mahammad-i^Bakhtiyati 
He points out that another Gaya inscription, evidently of about the same 
time, is dated in the year 1813 of the Nirvlna era* which would represent 
1270 A. D., ih following the Ceylon and Burma Buddhist tradltton, we take 
the year of Nirvlna as 54J B- C. 

It is thus contended that the [^kshmana Samvat generally knowuip and 
the era of the ^^atita tijya" of Lakshmana are quite dbtinct, the Foriner 
dating from the year of Lakshmana^s birth {1119 A. and the Latter from 
the capture of Lakshmaaivati by the Mussulmans, (1200 D.)« It is 

pointed out, further^ that three Buddhist manuscripts, found in Nepal, are 
dated, respectively^ in the 37th year of Govinda Pala, in the 38th year of the 
“destroyed kingdom/* f' Vinasta rijya,"J and in the 39th year of the 
by-gone reign" {atita rijya) of the same king. Counting from the year 
ti6i A- D., those dates would correspond with 1198, 1199, and raoo A. D. 
It is suggested that, after the fall of Govinda Pala, Buddhist writings in 
Gatida were dated accordhig to the years of the atiia or vinasta reign of that 
monarch, until the loss of Gaud a by Lakshmana Sena, in 1200 A. D*, after 
which such writings tvere dated according to the years of the atiia rtjya of 
Lakshmaua. 

A further special rea^t) has been suggested for the dating of inscriptions 
at Gaya by Asokacalla^ a cbieftaJn from the distant Siwalik hills, and his 
nephew, Dasaratha, according to years of the “atita rajya ** of Lakshmana 
Sena. It is known from Lakshmana's Madhainagar grant that his mother 
was a Cilukya princess naintd RlmadevL There aic instances in several 
ancient writings nf various forms of or substitutes for the name Cilukya, 
saluk and calla, and it is suggested that Ctiuk) a descent may be indicated 
by the name Asokaealla. 
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Again, the Gaya inscription of Pumsottama Sinha of Kumaon indicates 
some connection between him and the chiefs of the adjoining Siwilik 
country. In the performance of the cerem ony known as Nilivati's vrata, 
which forms part of the Tantrik '* Cadak puja," (hookswinging rite), 
Nilivati is referred to as a princess of Nandapitama iu the Suluk country. 
The Nandadevi peak and Nandakot in Kumaon arc well known, and it is 
surmised that the Kumaon dynasty, to which Purusottama Sinha belonged, 
may have been also CSlukyas, that their capital was a town called 
Nandapfitana, that BallAla's queen, the mother of Lakshmana Sena, may have 
been a princess of that family, and that the Nilflvati Vrata, may have oripfinated 
in a performance of the Ca^ak puja by Balls la Sena along with her. ft is 
suggested that the Khasa princes, who dated their inscriptions at Gaya 
according to years of the by-gone reign of Lakshmana Sena may have been 
Cllukyas, related to him through hb marriage, and thus disposed to 
perpetuate his memory, after he had ceased to rnfc in Caud^ This theory 
seems to find confirmation in the discovery in a temple at Almora of a 
copper-plate grant by which Mldhava Sena, son of Lakshmana gave land 
to a “Bangaia*' Brahman named Rudra Sarma, In the year 1145 Saka (liaj 
A. D.), Midhava, who seems to have reigned for a time in eastern Bengal, 
in succession to his further, and to have been ousted by his brother, or 
slepbrother, Kesava Sena, may have then found refuge in Kumaon, in a 
territory of his grand mother’s relatives. It cannot be said that either of the 
theories with regard to the dates of Ballab Sena and Lakshmana Sena, 
which have now been discussed, f fear, at somewhat wearisome length, has 
been satisfactori ly estabibhed. That of Babn Rfikhal Das Bannarji involves 
the rejection, on what seems to me an insufficient ground, of evidence 
contained in apparently authentic copies of the Danaslgar and Adbhutasigar. 
1 he rival theory of Rai Saheb Nagendransth Basu, on the other haod. 
involves certain assumptions, which are not, so far, supported by reliable 
evidence. On the whole, the latter Is, perhaps, the more probable Uteory

A 
sentiment, howevetp of which 1 much distrust the virtue, since I suspect it is 
more likely to have proceeded from envy and an impious dUcootent than 
from bencvolencep Mrs. Thompson thanks you for your kind remembrance 
of her. She is well, and all our children 1 thank God are nearly recovered 
from the hooping cough. She presents her kind regards to you and joins 
me in the affectionate remembrance of our dear Mr$. Hastings.

When this estimate was formed 1 had neither seen Mr. Burrowes’s annual 
accounts nor those between Mrs. Hastings and her Bankers. 1 have now' 
received from Mr. Burrowes a copy of his last account, dated 23rd of last 
month and by this I find that the deficiency is somewhat greater than we 
had supposed; for it shows that there is commonly an arrear of rent in the 
tenants’ hands, and that the estate is subject to various small outgoings 
which had not entered into our calculation. What has been the exact 
amount of these deductions during the last four years, I am unable to 
ascertain, not having seen Mr. Burrowes' yearly accounts for that period. 
Nor do the six entries with w’hich you have favoured us in your last letter as 
taken from Nfrs. Hasting's account at her bankers enable us to fix the precise 
amount of the deficiency for admitting, according to her conjecture, that 
the payments which they exhibit were all made by Mr, Burrowes and on 
account of Sir John D'Oyley, they do not shew what proportions of them 
belonged to the Westmeath Estate, and what to the property at Wainsfort.

the retrenehment neccswry to my salvation. After the place is sold, I shall 
still find many obstacles to the accompIlshTneTit of my pnrpose ; but 1 trust 
in Heaven for the means of surmounting them. 1 as well as yourself have 
always been too negligent of money. Of all the Heathen Gods there is not 
one who more certainly punishes the neglect of his altars than Plutus. Swift 
says that money should never be in a man's heart and always in his head. 
This is fine talking for one who reall}* loved it, and wished to palliate his 
fondness for it; hut the fact, I believe, is that if money be not firmly seated 
in the former it will be too often absent from the latter, for the Issues of life 
are out of the heart and not out of the head. If my own happiness rvere 
alone at stake, I should secure it by a retrenchment so absolute as to convert 
my scanty means into abundant wealth, and to preserve to myself in very 
humblc life, the pride of independence, and the high gratification of being 
entirely my own master, but it Ls incumbent on me to consider the pretensions 
of my wife, and the claims of my children. To satisfy these there ts no 
degree of l^our or confinement, to which, I would not Ilingly submit, 
though to say the truth, I am by nature as averse to both as a savage. There 
is, however, little chance of my procuring any employment of any sort. For 
you are the only channel through which I could possibly arrive at it; and as 
poor Yorick says that were it to rain mitres not one would be found to fit his 
head, so were bjgh offices to go abei^iog, I do not think that one would be 
suffered to knock at your door. That dementation which precedes the ruin 
of a people, though so alarmingly and portentously visible in the conduct of 
the King and his ministers is hardly in any thing more evident than in your 
utter exclusion from all partidpatlou in the coocems of India. I see so 
little of you that I am almost a total stranger to yonr political opinions. For 
my own part I detest and abhor the treatment of Ireland. I do not approve 
that of Denmark. But the orders in Council aeem to me the extreme of folly, 
I have not yet seen Mr. Baring's pamphlet; but the conduct of our ministers 
has brought to my mind an observation, t believe of Swift's, who says that 
when he sees two nations hurthened with debts and taxes going to war they 
seem to him like two dealers in glass and China who should throw their wares 
at each others head- But our folly surpasses this, for our enemy has no 
oommerce and but little debt. He deals wholly in hard ware, so we invite 
him into our shop and there periodically call upon him to decide the contest 
by seeing which can destroy the most of our own very brittle commodities, 
or rather the proposal comes from himself, and we very eagerly accede to tt. 

Mrs. Thompson went early in January to London to attend her niece 
Mrs. David Scott during her confinement. The child is now six weeks old 
and 1 expect Mrs, Thompson at home on Saturday next. We never leave 
OUT nest together. During her absence I have closely superintended the care 
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of our young ones, who I thank God are all well, with the exception of only 
one who has a slight cold. I have not forget that you wanted a horse. 11 
you did not remind mo of the horse, I love a horse so well that he would 
remind me of you. In about a month’s time I propose sending you a pony 
which I think will carry yon admirably.

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received through Powney your letter and its enclosures On the concerns ol 
Sir John D'Oyley, Mrs* Hastings’s account at her bankers will not as you 
suppose ascertain the precise amount of the sQois transmitted to her for 
interest on the ;jjio,ooo due to her from Sir John D'Oj'ley. For Mr* Burrowes 
the agent has remitted money not only on that account, but on account of 
the estate at Carnage part of which you will recollect was sold, and the other 
part retained. The bankers* accounts give to Mrs. Hastings credit for the 
bills which they have thus received, but they have not stated for they did not 
know what portion ol each was for the in terest of the j£to,ooo and what for 
cither the sal<* or the rents of the estate at Carnage, Mr. Burrowes of course 
must know this accurately and to him, I have written for information on the 
subject. At present therefore I need give you no more trouble concerning it. 

Before I left the country, I found an opportunity of stating your question 
concerning the valuation of your estate to a person wlio above most men is 
able to answer it. The terms of the question you will observe are very 
general. Lest you should have forgotten them, 1 will here state them. 

*' At wbai proportional rate should a farm be estitnated beyond that

Dr. Sheppard to whom I submitted this question has employed a long 
life for he is now almost eighty in agricultural pursuits and in estimating the 
value of lands, by which he has amassed a large fortune for himself, and very 
much improved the revenues of Magdalene College of which he is a member. 
He said that to aiisW'er the question with any degree of precision it was 
necessary to know where tl was situated, the general quality of the land, 
and the sort of management which it had lately received. Presuming tiial 
the question related to your own estate, 1 told him that it was situated not 
far from Chipping Norton, with a southern declivity, that it was partly 
a good light loam upon a time stone, and partly a clayy soil —that it had 
been chiefly so managed as not to impoverish or exhaust ii, but to improve 
it. Upon these data he thought it might now bear an increase of almost 
one third. He said that an estate belonging to Magdalene College at 
Quinton not far from Stoney Stratford was upon his suggestion, confirmed 
afterwards by actual survey and valuation, raised last year exactly one-third 
upon a lease granted 20years ago.

Dr. Shephard thinks that farmers now give for 
lands more than they are worth, and recommends that if you are desirous of 
letting your’s to advantage, you should advertiae it, and invite sealed 
proposals. By these means competitors are in Hampshire produced in e*- 
traordinary muliitudes for every estate that is to be let. .Amongst the offers 
you are not obliged to accept the highesr, or in any manner to preclude the 
exercise of your own choice. 

Pray tell me by the return of post, wheUier you ever received ciihcr 
from ihe Company, or from the nation any allowance of money for the 
passage of yourself and suite from Bengal to tfngland. 1 have ventured to 
assert that you never did in any shape whatever. Remember me

My dear Fathetj 

] duly received your letter of the gth instant^ and shall defer commeatijig 
on it for the present any further than to promise you a strict obedience to 
the kind injunctions contained In it. At present 1 wish to call your attention 
to a subject, the particulars of which are as follows. My friend, Mr. 
Johnson of Blackheath, of whom you have frec^uently heard me speak as 
having been not less kind and attentive to me than to hfatilda, previous to 
her departure, being possessed of an extraordinary talent for mechanical 
works formed the idea of constructing a mill of considerable size, and on a 
principle altogether novel and advantageous. Its attributes, which dis- 
tingush it from, and render it superior to a|I other mills are that being 
situated on the bank of the Thames below Greenwich, It has the command of 
all the com coming up the river, peopfe preferring this ready mode of grin^J- 
ing their com, to the protracted and inconvenient method of sending it 
many miles up the country at considerable cxpence. andly. That its cons¬ 
truction is such as to enable it to be worked almost continually, both by the 
ebb and flow tide, and jrdty. That as no mills have hitherto been built on the 
same principle a patent for it has been already procured. 

Mr. J, entered into contract with some engineers who agreed to 
complete this work so that it might act and perform agreeably to the theory 
invented and proposed by him. This the mill does not do entirely to his 
satisfaction, and the contracting parly avering that they have fuliilled their 
engagement, a law suit, and a bill filed in Chancery against them, has been 
the consequence. 

The litigation has been some time carried on with ardour on cither side, 
and Mr. J ^ ti, who is the greater sufferer by protracted judgement, losing 
as he does the advantages he might alt this time be dertviag from the mill, 
provided it were set to rights, and all mattem relating to it put in a fair 
train (to the effecting of which ho can prove with respect to the present 
state of the mill; that the sum of j£5,oao would be fully adequate, and this 
to the satisfaction of any person) has explained to me in consequence of my 
enquiry, the situation in which he is placed, suggesting that could f find 
means to advance the sum of ^£5,000 for present urgency, it should be 
considered only as a loan, the repayment of which would be made by 
installments and the interest In the mean time duly paid to the lender. 
That the said sum should be secured to the lender by a bond and assignment 
on the property of the premises. That in consideration of the loan, \ should 
become a partner in the concern in w'hich he would wbh me to take an active 
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part and to which of course t eonld have no objection. My share in the 
profits to be one-third, which is estimated at j£a,ooo per annum, and that 
at all events, if the third should not amount to £1,500 per anDum, the last 
mentioned som should he ensured me out of the said profits. 

The mill has been completed to its present state by the expence of 
more than £25,000, and it is now constantly at work, and in a situation to 
prove what its power will be when completed. The chief deficiency at this 
time arising from the present reservoir not heiog large enough to serve the 
mill with sufficient water during the time it can be employed. This deficiency 
can be rerniedi-Ed iii si it mcintbs- 

On the whole, ray dear Father, this statement b given and proposed to 
rae by a gentleman whose friendship has hitherto been to me and my sister 
great and disinterested and of whose sincerity, after near six years close 
intimacy, I have no grounds for dou bting. It appeared to me (who have 
once or twice seen this remarkable mill at work) so advantageous that I 
have requested him not to open his mind on the subject to any other person, 
till I had given you information of it. It is evident that relying on the 
engagement of the aforesaid engineers, he had speculated as far as his 
means would admit. He tells me in confidence, and as a man of honor, 
nothing but necessity would urge him to part with most trifling share of it, 
from the conviction, that with the assistance above alluded to, he should 
soon set matters in a fair and easy train, and that gaining his chief object, 
not so much to punish his opponents, as to confirm and establish this valuable 
property, he makes no doubt, but with them be could come to an immediate 
and satisfactory conclusion on the business- Pray let me know as soon as 
possible whether you have any idea of taking into your consideration this 
affair, which I would beg you not to dismiss hastily, since the subject courts 
enquiry, not only on account of its promising nature, but from the perfect 
confidence, I have in the party.

On the nth instant, 1 wrote yon a letter on a subject of some consequence 
and I am snre had yon bean at home when it arrived, you would ere this have 
given me some aeknowledgsmatit dit. I trust thit yon are now at home and 
it is with much pleasure, i have to communicate the result of further enquiries 
respecting the Greenwich Mill, and first, t must tell you that almost iinmC" 
diately after I had written to you, J broke the matter to Mr. Forster, and from 
my suggestions he seemed to think, yon would do well to enquire into the 
nature of the cis3, since as ha said, yon might not only like to busy yourself 
in a concern where tlje profiu seem’d so great, but that you would by so 
doing effectually procure for me a good and perhaps very lucrative situation. 
He has promised to uke la rids and see this mill himself : I hope it will be 
soon, and that he ivlll Immediately deliver to you his sentiments on the 
subject for f have learnt with no little anxiety from Mr. Johnson that the 
Kingsfords & Co.* who do at present and have ever engaged the mill, have 
in their consideration treaties of partnership with Mr, J—n. The following 
arc some propositions given me by that gentleman. 

To ascertain the value of a mill, and to conduct the employment of it, are 
perhaps the most simple of any subjects of trade. The value of a mill depends 
entirely on iLs power, and oti its good or bad situation for avoiding charges, 
for obtaining the wheat and delivery of the ffour, etc,, compared with other 
mills that may be its competitors. 

To buy the wheat on the best terms, to manufacture it properly and to 
sell the flour, etc., to the best adv.-uitage can easily be shewn to bo attended 
with no difficulty whatever under the directions of the foreman miller, as the 
persons who at present employ Greenwich Mill constantly consult him for 
every purpose. 

Every trader in Loudon has numerous competitors, and they must in 
consequence buy as low as possible, and sell as low as poossible, to secure a 
trade, which in consequence requires great attention and exact labor, and 
from being compelled to sell low, they cannot obtain considerable income, 
except by means of a large capiul and an extensive trade, subject in pro¬ 
portion to its extent, to more losses, which from selling low, is more severely 
felt when they occur.

If he succeeds 
in this attempt, you will of course lose your mortgage and have no other 
. security for your ten thou sand pounds than that which Sir John's bond affords 
you.

My de^r and hond. Sir, 

My mind seems to be wearing out even faster tlian my body. In one 
respect I every day become more like that active idle fellow Jack Mordaunt 
who you recollect would rather travel from Lucknow to Calcutta in the midst 
of the hottest weather to ask you a question, than write a letter of a few lines 
for the purpose. 1 certainly would very much prefer the pleasure of waiting 
on you to that of writing to you, but travelling is oicpeiisive, and ! cannot at 
present leave my children. In your letter of the ijth April you prayed to God 
to forgive your silence of a few weeks. When shall 1 seek forgiveness of my 
much heavier offence ? " If Cain shall he avenged seven fold, truly Lamech 
seventy and seven fold ; " but to tell you the truth highly as 1 value your 
letters even your silence is consolatory to me, since it gives you less cause of 
complaint against me. It is indeed in your defects only that I can imitate 
you. Thus yon frequently neglect your correspondents, so do I, You are 
very sorry for it, so am I, You have throughout your life most mckedly 
neglected the means of getting money; so have 1 . You have impro- 
vidently expended the little you ever posseissed; so have 1 . You 
suffer cruelly for both these faults; and so do 1 . These 1 fear are the chief 
points of resemblance between us; but in your Icharacter they are like 
spots in the sun ; in mine alas ! they are only the lighter shades of universal 
darkness. Strange as It may seem I have thus long omitted to write to you 
merely because the act would have been pleasant to me. f did not think 
myself entitled to the enjoyment of an easy and pleasurable duty till I had 
first performc-i a difficuk .ind painful one. This was toadverliie for sale my 
house and land, and to prepare an accurate de,scription of both in all 
their partleulars, I hate the task of selling; it subjects a man to very 
insolent questions, and his answers to the basest suspicions. Of our duties 
those which are pleasantest will commonly be first performed, and thus after 
all my delays I write to you before I adverlire my estate. 

Though ! hope not to gather iu my barley wli^t I sowed it with the 
utmost care and it is growing well. I think the Agricuitural Society have 
received but a bad specimen of it, I have some of the seed which yon sent me 
seven years ago, and it is vastly superior ia bulk and colour to that which 1 
received from you this spring. Most of the barley of last year was much 
exposed to rain after it was cut, and was very badly harvested. Yours seems 
to have met that fate; mine fortunately was got in dry and early, and I sold it 
at fifty two shillings per quarter whilst the black and stained barley produced 
at most only two guineas. 
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In answer to your kind question I have to tell you that I relinquished alt 
share in the undertaking for seeking coals at Bexhill above a year ago, not 
from any conviction that the attempt would not ultimately succeed, but 
because I had not the means of prosecuting it. I have not yet written to Toone, 
but I intend doing it. At length I am compelled to relinquish alt hopes of 
obtaining a good horse from the blood of your old Arabian. I told you last 
year that ] had a grand-daughter of his, who from want of sufficient strength 
in the ligatures of her !^s to keep the bones of the fetlock joints in their 
proper place was frequently lame. I had her covered, but she would tuA even 
serve me this way for she has produced no foal, and this year will not take 
the horse. So 1 shall sell her in open market, and content myself with the 
enamelled picture of her grand-father, which I should better like did it exhibit 
the rider more like himself. I must now* take leave of you. Farewell.

in my name to Mrs. Hastings and to gain her acceptance of it, I shall feel 
highly gratified, and still more to execute any of her future commissions. The 
box in question, has, ivith that design, been sent home by me in the iVex/ard, 
which left thb a few days ago, and Mr. Forbes been desired to deliver it into 
your hands, Mr, Hastings wiil be glad to hear that India is at present io the 
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enjoyment oi profound peace. 1 beg his acceptance of my sincere respects,

My dear Madam, 

I bad no right to expect an early answer to my long delayed letter, and 1 

am therefore the more obliged by that with which you have favoured me. fn 
thus returning good for evil you have quickend the coals which repentance 
had before heaped on my head. ] am, as you supposed, I should be, extremely 
glad to hear of Mr, Hastings’s recovery, and 1 earnestly wish that the health 
and happiness of each of you may long continue to ensure the health and 
happiness of the other. Mrs. Thompson returned to us last night after an 
absence of two months during which time she waited the arrival of Mrs. 
Heartwell’s little boy, received him upon his entrance into the world and helped 
to prepare him for his future departure out of it by assisting at his christening; 
thus performing for her deceased sister those offices which she would probably 
have executed for herself had she lived to see her daughter a mother. I am 
particularly thankful for your kind mention of my chitdretr. Their welfare is 

of course the object nearest my heart. 

Though Mr. Hastings in a late letter enjoined me not to trouble either 
you or himself ou the subject of your pecuniary concerns, and though nothing 
gives me greater pleasure than'an obedience to his commands, t am compelled 
at present slightly to infringe them. 

You will recollect that the sum which Sir John D’Oy ley owed you 
amounted at one time to £ 13,000. In payment of £3,000 part of this debt 
he sold to Col. Imhoff an estate at Carnage near Dublin for that sum, and gave 
you a mortgage and bond for the remaining ten thousand. When I came to 
look into these transactions it appeared to me that the carnage estate was not 
worth £3,000. One part of it consisting of Wainsfort House you sold by 
Johnson’s advice for £1,500 Irish, producing you after all deductions only 
£1 210-2-10. The other part of the estate consisted of a lime quarry which 

let by Sir John D’Oyley for 6 years and a half at £100 a year, but under a 
lease so improvidently worded that the tenant before the expiration of it had 
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ihe power of exhausting the quarry, I poimed out these things to Sir John 
D'Oylcy and he consented that his friend Mr, Waller who was well acquain¬ 
ted with the estate should declare what it was aclually \vorth at the time of its 
transfer to Co!. Imhoff, and that he would make good the deficiency. The 
question wa-s submitted to Mr, Waller above a year ago, but he has not yet 
given his decision on it. The lease has not now quite a year and a half to 
run, and the tenant threatens to use his power of exhausting the quarry unless 
we consent either to sell him your interest in it for grant him a 

renewed lease at jffo a year. These proposab I submitted to the considera¬ 
tion of Mr. Butler as agent for Sir John, and to Mr. Burrowes as your agent, 
Mr. Burrowes had before advised an immediate settlement w'ith the tenant, 
and Mr, Butler now most decidedly recommends the sale of your interest for 
jfi5oo, f have accordingly on your part assented to this mcasuret reserving to 
you, however, the rent which is to accrue under the exbling lease. This was 
all I could do; for as Sir John has consented to ensure to you the real value of 
the estate at the time he sold it to yon, he is now more concerned than your¬ 
self in making the most of it, and t should in some sort have absolved him 
from ibb engagement had J taken upon tnyseU to resist the express recom¬ 
mendation of his accredited agent, As soon therefore as the deeds are 
executed you will receive j£5oo on thb account, In your last letter you told 
me Mr. Hastings was just returned from a long tide, 1 hope it was upon the 
Ptn/on pony. Mrs. Tliompson presents her kind regards to you, and joins me 
in those which ! beg leave to offer to my dear Mr, Hastings. 1 am dear 
Madam your much obliged and faithful hhle servt.

My dear Madam, 

Mr. Hastings and yourself are amongst the very best of my few friends ; 
for almost these thirty years past you have been to me in the place of parents, 
and have under providence influenced if not fixed in all its important circum¬ 
stances the condition of my life; my heart has turned itself towards you in 
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all it's joys ; tvonder not that It now seeks you in its affliction. Alas I my 
dear Madam, i have lost at the interesting age of fourteen a lovely daughter. 
My dear Looisa our second child died three nights ago. Her health had not 
been quite perfect for almost this year past, but her complaints were 
considered to be such only as belong to her sei and age, and though they 
were most anxiously watched over by her tender mother, they were not 
permitted much to engage my notice. Whatever they were in their origin, 
they ultimately reached her lungs, and terminated her existence. By 
the apothecary who attended her, and by the physician of Andover her 
disorder was conceived to have no sach tendency. .AbOiUt two months ago 
Mrs. Thompson took the dear creature to WcymoutJi and there learnt 
the true and alarming nature of her complaint. She returned within a 
fortnight, but so altered, that from the moment 1 saw her, i have for my 
own part cherished but little hopes of her recovery. Her poor mother could 
not bring herself to 50 horrible 4 o .apprehension, it is my consolation 
to know that though it has pleased God to take her hence he w.is very 
merciful to her, .in<l ditl so by the gentlest means. She suffered throughout 
the whole of her indisposition very little pain or inconvenience and not the 
least depression of her good spirits or her good humour. Her death was as 
composed and tranquil as her life had been \ never tvaa the transition from 
earth to heaven more easy. For the last half hour of her life my hands 
supported her head as she slumbered on Her couctj, for her poor mother could 
no longer bear to look at her. My right hand supported tlm back of her head 
and my left the front, with my fingers resting on her temples, whilst I knelt 
upon the edge of her couch. But even in this situation so quietly did her 
pure soul wing Us way to heaven thal 1 knew not it had fled. I perceived 
indeed that her breath became gradually less loud .and frequent UU I could 
no longer hear it, but as I thought t felt the pulsation of her temples, 1 
flattered myself that this silence was produced by the sweetness of her sleep, 

I was deceived; what I conceived to be the pulsation of her temples ivas that 
of my fingers only, for upon touching her cheek, ! found it cold, as were her 
hands the one gently folded In the other, and both gracefully resting in her 
lap. Never did I expect to sec on earth an image so truly heavenly as she 
presented at this moment. It was so extremely beautiful as to strike with 
silent admiration even the woman who attended her. and who 1 find ha- 
since declared s« to ail her fellow servants. She died not merely without a 
pang, but ivithout the slightest convulsive motion, she ceased to live just as 
a watch that is down ceases to go, and death instead of deforming her had 
to my unerring senses invested her body with new beauties, I am convinced 
that in the same instant her spirit w.as made perfect, and is now sotnewhere 
or other in a stale of bliss. With this firm persnision on my mind, though I

feel her loss. I cannot but thank God for his mercies both to her and myself. 
From what a world is she removed? And by what gentle means hasher 
deliverance been accomplished? Her mother poor woman can hardly weep, 

I wish she could do so freely, for tears might relieve her. My eldest daughter, 
your God child Marian, who is every way worthy of her departed sbter even 
in her present state of exaltation is most bitterly alHicted; and well she 
may be so, for their beings were almost united. They had grown up together 
like two lillies of the valley under the same retired shade. Their extremely 
domestic and private education had made each necessary to the other, and 
the survivor seems to have lost the more valued half of her existence. My 
two elder boys are at school, but their mother mP have them home- The 
rest of the children bear their loss like children i I hope, 1 bear mine like a 
man who though he loved his daughter much *' holds the world but as the 
world ” and therefore loves it little. Sincerely wishing both to yourself and to 
my great and good friend Mr. Hastings all such blessings as it can aftord 
with an eternity of bliss hereafter, ! remain my dear Madam

She is, however, 
resigned to her loss, and her health h unimpaired^ My Marian has 
been supported under her trial, severe as it was, by good spirits, a 
vigorous constitution, and a well regulated mind. She is I assure you 
a truly amiable girl. Her form and face are just what people shall plea.^e 
to think them. But her heart and intellect I can with confidence pronounce 
to be excellent; a oonfidencep however, chastised by the love and fear of 
that awful Being who gives and can take away every good gift. I shall 
be glad if our approaching change of situation may be such as to enable 
inv dear child sometimes to profit by an observance of the manners of 
her God mother, my dear Mrs. Hastings^ which, upon tny honor, I have 
always admired as peculiarly dignified^ sw'cci and graceful. You will be 
glad to know that a gentleman has agreed to purchase Penton, but as 
the estate though small has been collected from various sources, the title 
is complicated and its eitaminatioii therefore viill be tedious. 1 am not 
so sanguine as to expect a speedy completion of the business. 

As soon as I received your letter I conveyed to Messrs. Forster Cooke 
and Frere the instructions contained in it.

Mr- Butler on the p.irt of Sir |ohn D'Oyley as well 
as Mr. Botrowes on your behalf having before approved of the sate to 
Mr, McGawen it now only remains for you to determine whether you will

a strict performance of it; few my own part, I think it would be most prudent 
to follow Mr. Borrowes' advise and to take the bills, he sedng that they vrill 
be punctually paid. 

The extract which 1 have given you from Mr. Cooke’s letter will shew you 
that without the observance of certain formalities the trustees cannot pay 
this money either to yourself or your bankers. As these formafities have 
your safety for their object you will of course not repine at their existence 
and readily observe them. 

My neighbour Sir Chs. Malet has given me about half dozen seeds of 
the teak tree for Mr. Hastings, 1 think U most probable that Mr. Hastings 
has already attempted the growth of this tree. Have the goodness to ask 
him whether 1 shall send these seeds and how? I trill beg the favor of you 
also to let me know whether 1 shall send him any of the barley wheat which 
I am about to thrash. I shall sow it again this year though the experiment of 
the last was not very encouraging. I suspect that this grain requires ground 
either of a better staple or better manured than that ordinarily allotted to 
common barley. What says the Agricultural Board upon this subject? I wish 
I could tell you that al! our children wfere well Two of them continue 
indisposed, and Mrs. Tliompson consequently harasses herself to death. I am 
sorry to say that your God daughter is one of the two who is not so well as 
she might be. Every situation becomes her, and sickness displays excelleactes 
which uninterrupted health might have concealed. She unites with her 
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mother and myself in most affectionate r^rds to you and Mr. Hastings and 
in every wish for your united happtnessr Believe me.

I have neither copy nor abstract of the deeds by which Mrs. Hastings’s 
property was transferred to her trustees, Their object no doubt was to 
conhrni and not to abridge her authority over it.

Since, however, to Include in the 
proposed mortgage the whole of your debt to Mrs. Hastings as well—^thai 
already owing as that about to be incurred will improve her security, it is 
the duty of her trustees to avail themseh'es of that offer. If indeed she could 
possibly raise j£iS,ooo, I should advise her to pay off the prior mortgagee 
of j£6,ooo, and take an assignment of it- She w'ould thus lessen the number 
of your creditors, improve her security, simplify her title, possess herself of'’ 
the deeds, and in fact disincumber the Daylsford estate of all claims but her 
own. But this 1 fear may not be in her power. Her stock in the funds does 
not as 1 understand exceed ifi 5,456 191. To this may be added the 

price of the lime quarry near Dublin being £500 Irish provided she consents 
to receive that sum in good bills of 3 and 6 months date with interest.

Had I this talent I sliould at this 
moment be one of the merriest fellows in England, for amongst many otlier 
embarrassments, I am possessed of a large liouse whjcli i can neither sell nor 
keep, it hangs like a millstoue on my neck and unless I can contrive to get 
rid of it 5 must sink. I believe I informed you that a gentleman had agreed 
for the purchase of Pent on Lodge, intending to make it his residence, and 

seeking the possession of it with great avidity. He had not, however, long 

formed his contract before circumstances occurred in his family which quite 
altered his views with respect to Fenton, making lliat which was before " as 
sweet as locuits to him as bitter as eoloquinlida He said he should not 
be able to live at the place, and that he must immediately resell it. Under 
these circumstances It was not probable that he should be very desirous of 
fulfilling his contract, and unfortunately the complicated and voluminous 
character of the title furnished him with the means of evading it. He

This is 
a son of your friend the late Sir Francis Baring, who married a daughter of 
your friend Sir John D’Oyley and who is I understand hut lately returned 
from India. You know the house is a good one, and I can assure you the 
soil is singularly dry. and the air and water remarkably pure and healthy. 
The land is good, easily cultivated and peculiarly well adapted both to sheep 
and St. Foyn. During my fifteen years' possession of the property I have 
never had my right to a foot of it questioned, and equally undisturbed in it 
will be my successor. 

For the purpose of elucidating the title and obviating objections as they 
were created I remained in London from September to the tst of December. 
Could t have stayed there a fortnight or three weeks longer the business I 
think might probably have received a different termination. But I was 
obliged to repair to Penton for the purpose of removing my eldest daughter 
and with her consequently all the rest of my numerous family from that 
place to this. For though my beloved Marian continued as well as w'hen 
you saw her at Daylsford, yet as w'e had been advised by Dr. Bailiic to let 
her pass the w inter in Devonshire we could not venture to hazard the 
consequences which might possibly, however improbably, have resulted from 
our neglect of that admonition, t have the happiness to tell you that she as 
w'ell as all the rest of my children is bene fitted by the change of situation. 

1 was glad to see in the proceedings of a late General Court of East 
Indian Proprietors so favourable a report of their avoirs, not only because 
1 feel a sort of loyalty to the Company, but because whether the report be 
true or false it must I think operate in favor of the continuance of your 
pension, t sincerely hope that you may obtain it without difficulty and long 
live to enjoy it. If you are so kind as to favor me with a letter let it be 
full of yourself, do not fear egotism. I am indeed most truly desirous of 
bearing every thing that concerns you. I have much to regret in my past

HE original Registers of St. Jolto's Church penciled during the Seize of 


Calcutta in 1756. In the year 1890 the Rev. H. B. Ifyde (afterwards 
Archdeacon of hfadrasj copied in England the transcripts that had been 
transmitted to the East fadia Company and are preserved in ilie India OfEce. 
This appeared in this Journal ta Vol. IX, pp, 117-243. 

From the Records preserved at St. John's, the entries of Marriages 
during the years 1759-1779 were extracted and published in Vol, IV, pp, 486- 
512, of this Journal. The extracts for 1781-1785 appeared in Vol. VII, 
pp. 164-171, the last Calcutta Civil entry being that of Mr. John Cordingly 
and Mary Downie on December 30, 1785. After the lamented death of our 
fellow worker, Mr. Elliot Walter Madge, the transcripts which he had so 
industriously made, were for a time unobtainable, but some three years ago ] 
was able to recover them. 

The Series which now follows immediately alter this note, belongs to a 
Collection of Registers, distinct frim the Calcutta (S'. Joh I's) Registers, 
entitled " Garrison and Upcountry.'* The prefactory note which our late 
friend Mr. ^fadge wrote is printed below.

Thb entries which follow arc transcripts from the Out-station and Garrison 
Registers preserved in the Vestry of St. John's Church, Calcutta. 

The registers were ;vritten up from notes received at the Lime From the 
Chaplains at the various Out^stations up the country. This, it may be pre¬ 
sumed, was done by some soldier-clerk or Indian assistant of limited education, 
as would appear from the misspellings of even the commonest names and 
other mistakes occurring in these registers. 

In order to save a multiplication of foot notes it may be explained that 
information r^rding the Company's Civil and Military Officers will be found 
in Dodwell and Miles' consolidated /ists of those services respectively. Foe 
others the Bengal Directories, 1795-1800, in the Imperial Library have been 
laid under contribution.

It appe^ likely that these are the bouses engaged for the superior officers ^ 
the College, the Library and Public Halls mentiaued En the Notification of September 
rStb, [floo, as iuunediately following Is a bill for bouse occupied by the students on 
house allowance. Tbe total of these two bills arnounts to Rs, 6 j 764-9'S. In June 
i&oip a resolution was passed ordering that the Secretary lo the Council of the 
College should be accommodated with apartment in the CoUega and that Mr, 
Nfoscrop's bouse should be retained for that purpose. 

Dr. Gilchrist was at first accommodated to the Writers* Buildings, but was 
required to leave them on the tst November i&oo^ and was by a subsequent resolm 
tion of Council (t5th November tfisa) granted house-rent at the rate of 150 SiCCa 
Rupees per mensem with eUect from ist November 1800. 

By a later entry we find that the number rented in hieridith*i Buildings were 
11 and f 5, the Undlord bping a Mr. W* Gaynard, while Mr. McFberfion's bouse 
above referred to was No. r4 Mangoe Lane and Mr. M. Eaylej'^s house was in 
Ranee Moodey Gulley, (British India Street). 

A Bill, dated 3rd ^larch iSor shews that Mr. Colvin's and Mr. Pine's houses 
were rented for the College ibe formet at Rs. 367-8 and tbe latter at Rs. 200 monthly 
rental That Mr. Colvin's house was tbe one attached to the Yice>Frovost appears 
from the bills for July rgoa. While at that date Dr. Dinwiddio and Monsr. 
DuplessLs were accommodated in Mr. Pine's honse (see Bill Book I, page 50). In this 
year the Secretary was also provided with a house the rental of which waa 250 Rupees, 
and in 1803 Mr. Foiguand's house was *' occupied for the use of the College ** at a 
monthly rental of Ra. 190 and Preai Cband Banei^ee'i house at a rental of Rs. 135. 
Mr. Poignand's house is later described as '^adjoining the College," 

Mr. Pine's house was vacated by the College on the 15th October iSn*, and 
Monsr. Duplessii and Dr. Dinwiddle who occupied it were grained house-rent 
80 Rupees each. 

On tbe 1 St June iSot a circular requesting those students of the CoUegeof 
Fort William who intend to remain in Writers' Buildings to sign their names 
opposite to the numbers which they occupyi anij caUiiig upon those gentlemen who 
at present reside in the Writers^ Buildings^ but who are not a^ached to the CoUege to 
quit them on the loth instant.** Tbit drculai 11 signed by C. Rothman, Secretary, 
by order of the Reverend tbe ProvosL 

AU the correspondence is dated at this period from Provosfs Chamben^ wbicb « 
wer* at all evsits in November 1800, situated in Council Houae Street. 
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Certain bousef had also been rented for tba accommodadon of the students as wt 
fiad a Resolution of the first Council meeting that the folLomng houses rented for 
the ai^iTiinodfaioci of the students shall be given up^ as being incomniodious or bear¬ 
ing too high B rent, vb:—

In a Circular^ dated from Prov<ML"s Clmmbetis i^th Jutie tSqj, we find that 
tiumbers a to 17 inclusive were vacant in the Writers' Buildings and students entitled 
to a residence by seniority were asked to put down their names opposite to the numbers 
they might wish to occupy. The numbers appear to refer to double quartersi^ not to 
rooms^ as id a further Circuiar of the i 5tb June it [s notified that there are still 
vacaiat number io the Writers' Buildings No. 3 ori$ room vacant, No. 4 one room 
vacanti No. 17 one room ^'acanti Nos. z and 5 to 15 are vacant. 

Entry into the College appears to have been to some eitedt optional as we find 
a Notiheafion of the Public Department, dated sist December xBoi, directing ^*such 
of the younger civil servanu of the Company not attached to the College of Fo-n 
Willjam who wish to be examined in the Persian* HlndoQstanfia or Bengalee language ” 
to give in their namea to the Chief Secretary tu the GovernoiGnt cm or before the 
iitb of January 1803. 

The house-rent allowed to students was eridently an inducement to them to 
live out of Cohege* That they were permitted to select thdr own lodgings appears 
from a drculax letter of the 13th June tSoi requesripg nil students to state opposite 
theit names on the oune^ced lists the places of their abode and directing them to give 
immediate nodee to the Secretary of any change of residence. Steps were accnidJogly 
taken to compel students to live in Collc^E and on the i6lh J0114 fifteen students 
were informed by letter that as they could be accommodated wkb rooms in the Writers' 
Buildings their allowance for house-rent would cease on the 30th June. Three of 
these gentlemen were living at Tulloh's Garden House. On the iSth Jun^ Mr^ R 
H. PecheU is Informed that the house he now occupies is vmnted for the use of the 
College and he is requested to state wbeiher be chOQ$e:S roomi in the buildingi or 
the allowance for bouse-reoL Apparently Mr. Fecbell objected as we find a second 
peremptory order to him to vacate the House immediately^ dated ajrd June tSot. 

The r^ulatious of the College seem to have been commendably strict The 
students were obliged by Statute to dine in Hall, and leave of absence was not 
granted from the public table ofiener than twice a week* not even the PyovosI could 
gnml permission for this absence^ Each student in turn was appointed president of 
his own table fur one week banning from Monday, and every pTesident was required 
to hand in to the Provost at the end of the week a return of those students who had 
been abscDt from dinner in HaU ofiener than twice a week. They were alio called 
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upon 10 fumbh the names of any students at their table of which there were three in 
the College Hall who behaved with any inegularity. Letters froai the Secretary 
shew that the Provost did not allow these regulations to be a dead letter. During the 
vacation leave of absence might be obtained only on application to the Governor- 
General through the Provost, and when the leave was granted each student availing 
hitnteir of it had to record his name in a book kept for the purpose at the PtovesPs 
Chambers both on going on leave and on his return. 

Lectures were held daily in the College commencing at ning in the moroing and 
lecturers required to report to the Provost weekly the names of absentees from 
lectures.

Up to the 30th June i8o«, students were furnished wiib books at the iv ^n se of 
the College, but from that date they were required to provide thrir own. Mr. Gilchrist 
appears to have supplied a large number of these books as on the 8th September he 
presents a bill for 4,3 is Rupees for books supplied to the students. 

The establishment of Mimshis was on a very liberal scale. In each of the four 
Departments Arabic, Persian, Hindoostanee and Bengalee, there waa one “Chid" 
Monshi^on a salary of Rs, aoo a month, one "Second Munshi” on Rs. 10, * 
mouth. There were 50 subordinate muoshis of whom so were attached to the Persian 
Department, n to the Hindoostanee, 6 to the Bengalee and 4 to the Arabic 
Department 

The Prefessois were requited to dine in rotation in the College Hall, h»;ng 
permitted to invite friends, whose names, however, had to be previously sent to 
the College Stewards for transmisstoti to the Ptovost. The Professor on duty was 
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presuoiAbly to k€«p order And was required to report any breach of decorum to 
the Provost. One Mr. Ctiailes Chisholme seems to have been rather a light-h^rted 
person as we hnd hi in not only admonished Tor ** very indecorous^ noisy and irr^kr 
behaviour at uble^^ but on the same date ordered ** either to cease to attend the 
Lectures in Eiiperi mental Philosophy delivered at the College by Dr. Dinwiddie or to 
□b^rve the decorn m and respect due to the place, to the subject and to the audience."^ 
The rules as to punctuality of attendance on lectures were rather Isit, ba we find the 
Coundl directing Lieutenant John BailLie that students arriving within half an hour 
after the oommencement of the lecture are only to be reported as “ late ** not as 
^'absent without leave “ (L B. tjlh SepEember iSoj). Tb« same to Mr. J. GUchritt 
and Mt. W. Carey. This is the same young gentleman who has before been mentioned 
in connection with the hunting of the cat. He appears to have b«en too much for 
Dr. Dinwiddie*s Philosophy, 

The name of WiUkm Eutterworth Bayley appears as President of the Second 
Table on October ist* iBos. In this term oeiMn regulations appear for the first dme 
for the observance of the Stewards of the College Hall who apparently had been doing 
a little not unprofitable busings On their own account. They are now forbidden to 
make any profit whatever by the College beyond their monthly wages, they are^ 
therefore^ debarred from receiving presents or discoont or for any purchases 

which they make for the College. They are not to supply students with tifkti at 
their own apartmenUf nor are they to supply priv ate families with meat dressed or 
uudresaed, or any articles for the table froai th^ College, The broken meats from 
the College HaU are to be seat to the Calcutta Jail or dbLcibuted to the poor, hut no 
part is to be sold or given away to those who can afford to buy. The current 
expenses” of the College averaged at this time si^ thousand rupees which ^^e^ls to 
ha%e been payable for house^rent. Tbe table expenses in Marcb 1S02 amounted to 
4,080 Sicca RupeeSf an average of about 50 Sicca Rupees a bead^ and servants' wages 
to t,300 Sicca Rupees. The Munshis and Writers allowances came to 8, 777 Rupees 
monthly, and tbe Tradesmen's bills for July and August to Rs. so that the 

College was a tolerably costly experiment. In May 180?, ord ers appear to have been 
issued directing tbe observance of further economy^ as we find that at a Council 
meeting the number of sermats of the College was rcduci^d and the rate of wa^^es 
lowered, an economy of 550 Rupees being eOfected in this wayv and at tbe folio wing 
Council meeting the expenses of the literary establishment were reduced 105^454 
Rupees, From November 1st a fourth table was added in the College Hall shewing 
an increase in the number of students. The ste wards were allowed apparently 
50 Rupees a bead for the expenses of the Public Table, as when there were 
^ students in December iSor the stewards received a sum of Rs. 4,749 m admnee 
for this purpose. At the end of December* ai students were in residence in WTiters' 
Buildings and were ordered by the College Council to quit the Buildings on or 
before the ^rst January iSoa and 38 other students were directed to occupy 
apartments in Writers* Buildit^ from the 1st FebniAiy i8ot. Th^ were the |S 
ftudents last admitted* as appears horn a Resolution in Council of the aStb December 
ifloi. It was resolved that on the admission of new students the jumoTs In tbe list 
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shall go oul of the buildings Ui succ esion. It is rather curious that this meeting of 
the Council is not recorded io the volutue of Froceedings. It occun only in the 
letter book. It would seem that for •' Junion ” we should read “Seniors " to 
the procedure logical and we find from other documents that this was actually the 
ptactice. Every student who was required to cum out was to receive a month's 
notice, and house-rent was not to be allowed to any student entitled to apartnienls m 
the buildings under these r^ula tions. 

In December tSoi two important changes occurred in the Cbllege Council owing 
to the resigoatton of office by The Honourable Henry Wellesley and the Honouiable 
Mr. Barlow, Iq consequence of these resignations His Excellency the Governor- 
General appointed Mr. Barlow to be Acting Visitor of the College, during the absence 
of the Governor-General from the Presidency, and Mr. H. T. Colebrookeand Mr. 
J, H. Hariflgton were appointed Members of the Council of the College, the forniei 
gentleman being also appointed Professor of Hindoo Laws and of Sanskm. and Mr. 
Harington becoming FroFessor of the I.aws and Regulations of the British Government 
in India. 

A second Chapter of Statutes was enacted by Marquis Wellesley at this time 
which seems to have escaped the notice of those who published the Volume of 
Statutes of which a copy exists in the Imperial Library <i86j Origina/). (It may be 
mentioned that this copy was originally the property of the College of Fort William). 
The Library of the Board of Examiners also contains a copy. 

The foltowing is the text of the Statute referred to 
Chapter and. Statute ist. 

Whenever the Governor-General shall be absent from Fort William, he shall 
name a Member of the Council of Fort William to discharge the duties of Visitor 
under the direction of the Governor General which Member of Council shall be 
entitled, Ading Euitor of the College of Fort William 

Statute and. 

Whenever the name of a student shall be reported to the Visitor or Acting 
Visitor in the manner directed by Statute gth of Chapter (st such student shall be 
removed from the College during the pleasure of the Visitor, and the Visitor or Acting 
Visitor shall report the name of any such student to the Governor-General or Vice- 
President in Council in order that such student may be removed forthwith to some 
siLiiation diftadt from the Presidency.

The day following this enactment an order was sent by the Marquiis Wellesley 
to the Provost and Council directing them to report all cases of irregular and 
disorderly habits among the sludento. His Excellency regrets to observe that »me 
of the students have pcrvertml the liberal estahlUhments of the to the 

indulgence of expensive and liceorious habits." His Excellency declares his firm 
resolve to exclude all such students for the beneftu of the College and directs the 
Provort to regularly communicate to the Council of ibe College the names of those 


(Sd.) Wellcslev. 
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students who shiiLl bo guilt j of irregularities id the College Hall or at Public LfecturcBi 
and also of iho^ who shall give entertatninenls at their own apartments or who 
shall engage in any kind of gaming or unbecoming amusement or whose conduct 
s hall be tn any way inconsistent with the character and situation of a studenl of the 
College." By Resolution of the Council C|oth June 1S01), a system of fines was 
introduced, to be ** impeded on those students who Infringe any of the Statutes or 
Rules of the CoU^ " and it was also rosolved that such fines should have " special 
reference to irregular conduct in College Hall and to non-attendance at Lectures and 
at the Fnblic Table.^ These fines were leviable by deduction from the monthly 
allowances of the students by orders of the Council, and a register of Hoes was kept 
to be regularly transmitted to the Visitor at the end of every tenriK 

In January 180:1 we find the names of seven students reported to the Acting 
Visitor Hs having made no adequate prohdeucy in the prescribed siudioa of the 
College, ** they ap^iear to ua to derive no benefit from their continuance In College. 
>Ve have further to report that they have all oflended Against the Statutes and Rules 
of the College.^ Some few of the students seem to have deserved the imputaiion 
of extiavngAncep as in the certtficalcs required from them by the Statutes we find 
debts of four, and in one case eleven thousand Sicca Rupees equivalent to £ 500 and 
87 s respectively. 

Following on this we find that the Vice-Provost requests certain gentlemen whose 
names are given ” to call upon him on Monday momiug next at 10 o’clock," pre¬ 
sumably to receive admonition for their misdeeds. 

Yearly, on February 6thp disputations were to be held in the Public EsAmination 
room in the oriental langUAges by students appointed by the CoundL The rules For 
these disputations provided for a Respondent," who was to be tbe defender of a 
proposition made by himself in the course of a short thesis. i\gainst him were two 
opponents, the first of whom had to advance four arguments against the respondent's 
proposidoUp while the second opponent brought two. Each opponent when he had 
finished bis arguments had to read a short thesis containing his real scritimems on 
the subject. 

A Professor or Examiner was appointed as moderator whose province it wa$ to 
stand by the respondent, to relate the discussion in order that k may be conducted 
with becoming propriety; to confine the parties to the question " and so forth

See " Essays of Fort ^Viltiaot iSos,“ for file deiaiisd essa)^ irbich formed the 
subjects of this first dbputation. 

The expenditure upon books for the Coll^ was very heavy and led to a 
remonstrance upon the part of tbe Acting Visitor. tVe Rnd that Jifr. Gilchriat bad 
submitted a statement shewing that the expense of compiling and printing books for 
iSoa in the Hiridoostanee (Apartment alone a’ls 63,000 Sicca Rupees. The Visitor 
consequently directed that no more books should be received nor expense be [ncurred 
without the direct sanction of the CoHege Giunci) after inspection of the manuscript, 
and receiving an estimale of the cost Mr. Gilchrist was apparently at that time 
Co-proprietor of a Hindoostaqee Fresa, as was also Dr. William Hunter, who subse¬ 
quently became Secretary of the College. The question of the priming of seven) of 
Dr. GilchrisFs works became, as we shall see hereafter, the aubjeci of some consider¬ 
able correapondence, resulting in the refusal of the College to take over and pay for 
books of Dr. Gilchrist's, at which he felt aggrieved, though he really seems to have 
had no ground of complaint against tbe Collie Council who had treated him with 
roost lavish liberality in supporting bis publicationa. In tbe early days of the 
it was the practice to ttanseribe bodes for the use of the students, but this was found 
to be so expensive that the Council ordered, by Resolution of the 30th June 
tSoi, that '*Ehe Professors be directed to select the useful puts of difierent 
books that they may be printed in one volume for the use of the students, such 
selections being previously submitted to the Council of the College.” An estimate 
submitted by Mr. Gilchrist in January lioa “ for books printed and whicb will 
continue printing during the ensuing year for the CoU^ in Calcutta " comes to no 
leu than 59,393 Rupees, exclusive nf /rrwVi for the several ttanslamrs, which he 
estimates at 4,00a Rupees. It is hardly to be wondered at that the Council expressed 
alarm at this expenditure, and called upon Mr. Gilchrist for an account of the works 
published since the resolution of the 30th June iffor. In his reply Mr, Gilchrist 
adopts rather an Injured lone and oomptoins of being “ fettered with too rigid economy 
and prelitnioaiy forms," and lays that if his exertions are to be " embarrassed by 
official discussions" his work will be retarded often for months together. However, 
he proceeds to expnaa his willingness to take the whole expeuse upon 
upon certain terras, the chief of which are that the College shall purchase a 
hundred copies of every work published, at the selling price, "as an encouragomem 
to me in the capacity of author and publisher/ and that ’■ every student shall be 
compelled to purchase a copy of such works as shall be required in the Himjooitanee 
class,*' Dr. Gikhrist rctuning foil rights and privileges as author. This proposal was 
only partially accepted. Dr, Gilchrist being limited to proceeding with the books 
already in the ptesa. Hre Counert also allowed him the use of all the types and 
• printing materials presented to tbe Collie by Mr. Gladwin, and also sanctioned the 
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payment of 10,000 Sicca Rupees for purposes of publi cation oF these works. Mr. 
Carey's estimate for his Bengalee pabticatigns amounting to only Rs. 5,ooo, half of 
which amount was to be for his edition of the RfEmayan in seven volumes 
duodecimo. This estimate the Council accepted without discussion. 

In July ifioj Mr. Colchrooke informs the Council of the College ttmt be is 
preparing for the press a grammar of the Sanskrit language, and the Council pass a 
resolution *Hhat 500 copies of the said grammar be printed for the College at the 
expense of the College." This resolution must surely e^i^onemte the Council Irom 
any charge of *'too rigid economy.'' Certainly Mr. Colebroako was a High Court 
Judge and a Member of the College Councili but it is not Iq be supposed that this 
had any weight with the Council in coming to this decision^ At this date there 
am 177 copies of this work remaining in stock in this Llbmiy^ 

In Atay 1803 Captain Mouat (whose appears in the Proceedings as 

(" Mowat”) was appointed first assistant in the Hindoosianee Department with effect 
from the 1st February* and Captain Stewart wa3 appointed first assistant in the 
Persian Department from mt Atiarch, these being *'lhe dates on which they entured 
on the duties of their offices respectively/' At this lime also we find a letter from Dr_ 
Gilchrist to the Secretary of the College Council indinating his intention of returning 
to Europe in the ensuing Deceenber, from a wish to presenm my health in good 
time from suffering too much by the successive attacks orheadocheSj fevers and db- 
agreeable colds to which I have been lately subject/' In a letter written about u 
mouth later Dr Gilchrist presents to the Council a most useful Hindoostanee 
Tmnslaiion of the celebrated Uyar Danish by Alutishi Hafee^oodeen of the Persian 
Department,” and recommends the Council to present the tmnsbtor with a reward of 
“not more than 1,000 Rupees nor less than 6qo Rupees'' and states aUo that the 
learned and meritorious translator, if duly encouraged on this occasion means 
irofnedlately to favour the world with a Hindoostanec translation of the Arabian 
Nights Entertaioment" In the result the Council awarded Alunsbi HafeeiOudeen 
Sicca Rupees 600 for his translation of the Uyar Danisb. (This is the work known 
as Khirad Afroz). It does noi appear, however, that this work was published for some 
years afterwards—(sec Khirod Afroi). 

At tbb same meeting of Council (23rd May 1 Soj) was read a letter from Mr* 
Alatbew Lumsden proposing to undertakethe CDEapiktion of a grammar of the 
Perrian Language formed according to the plan of instruction which is now pursued 
ia the College ” in colleeting the itiateriols for the execution of which work be has 
already, he writes, made no inconsidenibte pn>gress. 

Il was resolved that Mr. Mathew Lumsden be encouraged to proceed in the 
work now proposed to be undertaken by him. Dr. Gikhrist at this lime forwarded 
to the Council for inspection copies of the “ Hindee Moral Frecreptot" and ** Oriental 
Fabulistthe Council ordered twenty copies of each work, subscribing one thousand 
rupees to these works, and a further sum of five tbousand rupees for the encourage¬ 
ment of the publication of the nine Hindoostonee works of which specimens have 
been submitted 10 the Council of the College by Mr. Gilchrist" (Proc t a 7 tb June 
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18^15). A furiher letter read at ibh Oouacil meetliig Uom Mr. Gilchrist asking 
thaE all the Hindooslanee tnuislatiotks o^f Goveirtment hereCofore executed by Mn 
Forster may be transferred to hi? Department^ Mr* Forster having beed naw otherrdse 
provided for tbe liberality and justice of a wise Govenuitedt. He bases biacipiin upon 
his superior aLtainmeats in Hindoostanee, the work he has hitherto done for the 
College, and upon tbe fact that Mr. Baillie has been " gratified with 1,000 Rupees a 
mouth 0$ an Arabic translator, in addition to bis salary of 1,600 Rupees, es a Professoi 
of tliat language, to be paid up in arrears sioce the College commenced, and to cou^ 
linue as a fised aUowance in future " Dr. Gilchrist ckims to deserve similar treat* 
ment, and apparently with excellent reason. He also complatus of having had the 
Persian elementary idsttnction taken away from him, and evidently fetls very aggri¬ 
eved an dp as he puts it| " low in the scale of collegiate estimation," and proceeds 
thus with the fullest conviction of Mr, Baillie's talents a$ a phiblogeii and his abilities 
and worth as a man, I cannot bring myself to conceive the disproportion of mine is so 
very great os to justify his receipt of *p6oo Rupees pet month while I draw 1,500 Rupees 
only.*’ He then goes on to suggest a redistribution of the duties of the several 
Professors, thus— 

Sanskrit, Bengalee and other Hindoostanee dialects. 

Arabic and Persian LiteraturOi 

Hindoostoneo and Rudimental Futsian^ 

All these Professors are to he on an equal footing in point of allowaneop etc. with 
tbe Government transktions in the seven! languages attached to their respaetive 
departments. 

The Council, bowfivet, declifled to forward Mr. Gilchrist's application, on the 
ground that the odice of Hindoostanac Transtatoc of the regulAti'ons is unconnected 
with the College.” 

Sia weeks later we find Mr. Gilchrist directed bj? the Govemor<Ceneral to 
translate Regulatioa g of rSoD^ into Hiodoostanee, so that it seems his wbhes were 
fulfilled as far as the translaioTship was concerned. 

At the Council meeriRg, iSth July iSsj, Mr. Corey represented that Mritoonjoy, 
Head Pandit of the College, bad Ironsloted the Ba/fnsA Sit^Aasati from Sanskrit into 
Bengalee, and that Ram Ram Bose hod composed a history in Bengali called 
Prafapadytia. Mr. Cirey commended these works, and asked for suitable rirniunera- 
lion for the authors, suggesting 400 Rupees for .Mritoonjoy and 6od Rupees for Rani 
Ram Bose. The Council passed half these sums, and ordered payment of Mr. Carey’s 
bill for his translation of the Psalms and the Prophecy of Isaiah in Bengalee 100 copies, 
680 Rupees. On the s^th August 1803, Mr. Gilchrist (who seems to hace b een 
always asking for more) puts forward a request to Council for their support to a scheme 
for the publication of forty four works in Hindoostanee ■'in order to facilitate the 
acquisitioo and dissemination of that popular Language oyer ludia, and to establish it 
in the fixed principles which actually exist In the most Classical Hindoostanee works. 
The folloving is a list of some of thse forty four works: —

The premiums which he recommends the Council to pay to the various niUives 
who have prepared these works amounted to over 10,000 Rupceip and the Council 
declined to pass any resolution on the ocoDunt, pointing out ihat the authors in nearly 
every instance were in the receipt of a regular salary frotti the College. 

Mr. Gilchrist enters the lifts against this decision in a letter of the 9th Septem^ 
ber 1S03, and end^^mrs to ohum a reconsideration of the question^ and submits an 
amended list uiniiting the works com^josed or translated by College Murtshis The 
works now submitted are marked m the above list by an asterisk. 

The Council agreed to reconsider the question of a reward for these works after 
inspection^ but declined to saiicdon ihs allowances proposed by Mr. Gikbnst for the 
authors employed by him in preparing a Hindustimee version of the Koran. The 
works were guhmitied by Mr. Colfibrooke to two learned riotivies who reported favour- 
ably upon them as a whole with the single e^eception or the CJw/a Sanawdar which 
they reported to be gtoss and iodeceni^ replete with errors. Its author was reproved 
by the College Coundl for offering to the College a work containing indecent jes-ts. 
This work as also the Diir^a and Ifmm IM/Uai were eseduded from reward, the 
two latter on the ground of being inaccurately composed.*' 
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Foiting to succeed with the College Council Mr. Gilchrist approacbed the Chief 
Secretary to Government, and laid his case before His Excellency the Governor- 
General in a long letter dated 39tli August 1^03, asking for a consideration of the 
work done by him as an author publisher since the opening of the Coll^^ and 
complainmg of the comparatively small pecutiiary help the College h43s aSbrded him; 
he appeals to Government for subscription in aid of his works. This letter was for¬ 
warded to the College Council for their opinion as to its merits. The Council in 
reply stated that in their opinion Mr« Gilchrist has no claim to a subscription on 
the part of Government ** {34th October 1803). Early in the following year (Februar>^ 
1S04) Mr, Gilchrist intimates to the Council his Iritention to resign from the date of 
sailing of the ** Calcutta.^' tn this letter he makes an appeal <id miscri £i$rdiam in a 
final attempt to induce Council to accede to his former requestsi in order to save him 
from a heavy IcKS which he estinates at Rupees 33,800. The Council in their 
R«o]ution ignore this part of bis letter and simply record his resignation^ at the same 
lime eulogising his zeal and ability. 

Mr. Care/s Sanskrit gisminar being now completed and 440 pages of it prfntedt 
that is nearly one-half, the author approachES the Council for the usual subscriprion 
in a letter, dated 26tb October 1803. lire Coundl pass a resoluiion taking too 
copies for the College. It was printed at the Minerva Press^ Setampoie in 1S06. 

Major R. W* Colebrookc's Persian and Htndoostanec versions of the Four 
Gospels also came before the Council at this time (November 1803) and they con¬ 
sented to print it "*al the expense of the College under the superintendence of Mr* 
Gilchrist” (Proa, 5.13*1803). 

In January' 1S04 a letter from Captain Mouat is read at the Council meeting, In 
which he expresses a hope that be may be ** classed among those gentlemen whose 
services may be required by Government ” in view of his long residence in India and 
his knowledge of the language. Captain Mouat also forwards a leiier in bis favour 
from Sir Robert Abercrombie^ The Councilj howeverj do not consider themselves to 
be the proper channel for on appHcadon of this nature^ but express their willingness 
to testifyi if requiredi to Captain Mouat^s dilligence, ^eat end ability. Dr. Gilchrist 
sailed in the **Calcutta^ which left in the early part of this year (1804). 

Captain Mouat as first assistant offickies in charge of the Hirtdoosuineo Depart¬ 
ment, and stgnaLtsea his entry upon his dudes by reporting two of the Munshii for 
contumadous conduct and neglect of duty for which they are discharged. He also a 
few days later reports that the services of Sri Rub and Sndul Mlsr, Pundit are no 
longer required and they arc got rid of. 

The vffffur was now recommended by hlr. H. T, Colebrooke to the Council 
for publication by Mn Carey at his press, with an explanaticm iq English and notes 
tn eluddslion of the text The Council accepted the proposal on htr* Carey's terms 
(Proc., t iih June 1894), At the Coundl meeting of the gth August 1804, Mr. 
Gilchrist receives the thanks of the CO‘U£LdL ** for the complete set of his publications 
on llindoostanee grammar and literatnre which has b^n presented by his dosire to 
the College,” This gift partakes rather of the nature of coals of fire^” and the 
Coundl so for melts as to aiithorise Mr* GUchrist’s attomies Messrs. Mackintosh 
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Fykon & Co., to iiitfami them of the sine and intended suLlitig prices of Any other 
Hindoostanee worts in the Fress, for detenuimition upon such further ^bso^iption, 
for the encouragement of the publication of such worts as may appear proper. In 
the following August the Council subscribed a further sum of five thousand rupees fuT 
four of the works viz.» Char Durwesh, Hidayu tool Iskm^ Tatakuhanee and Hindoo- 
stAuee Dialogues. 

A Sanskrit grarumar by Mr. H. P, Forster was at this date forirarded m manu¬ 
script to the Council of the College by Mr^ Secretary Dowdeswell for an expression 
of opinion m to its value- They report favourably upon it subject to certain minor 
alterationSf stating that the expense of publishing will be twenty thousand rupeeSp and 
recommend its publication under the patronage of Government 

Authority is also given to Captain Stewart, AssisULut to the Persian Professor, to 
print the Anvar Sohailyj the College taking a hundred copies. (Proc., 31-8-04). 
Many improve iients were made in the various branches of Oriental Priming at this 
period A nas/d/tJk type was fir^t made by Mr. Wilkins, and the minutes state that 
** it came from hii hands in so perfect a slate in point of beauty, as hardly to admit 
of improvement. But in respect of ease and certainty to the reader several improvis- 
ments have been made." 

“These are— t- Contrivance to discrlminate the various sounds of the letters

Rofmn —This alphabet has been mide to express every character in the 

Persian, Arabic and Nagree alphabets with such accuracy that from it the true ortho¬ 
graphy in oriental characters may be again restored with ease and certainty. 

The foregoing improvements have been made by Mr. Gilchrist"^ 

A new and improved fount of Devauagri type bad also been cast for the Sanskrit 
Language under the superintendence of Mr. William Carey containing types of all the 
compound letters. Mr. Carey also was engaged (September 1804) in casting the Erst 
fount of types in the Orissa character."' 

New Perstati and Arabic types were also cast during 1804 under the superintea' 
dence of Kulb Aii the Fersian writing master. 

Dr. William Hunter's Hindnsumec Dictionary was proposed by him to Govern¬ 
ment early in 1805. His proposal was referred to the College Council, and being 
favourably reported oq by them was sanctioned, Dr^ Fronds Buchanan had bee^ 
sent on deputation to Mysore in cofinection with on enquiry into the imtuniJ history 
of that province, and on bis rutum brought with him a collection of manuscripts, 
which wetfi referred by Government to the Coilegc for an expression of their opinion 
as to the eipedieaicy of tranBlaring and copying them. Mr* Carey had famished an 
estimate of the expenses necessary to be incuTred which amounted to ten thousand 
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rupees independent of jiiSowj^iice to himself Tor superintonding and translating the 
manuscripts into English. Dr. Buchanan Teconunended that the Inscriptions aJone 
should be translated, with the object of curuiling eaependitute^ This suggestion was 
supported by the College Councili and accordingly Gov'emment again referred to 
Mr. Carey for an estimate of the cost of transUting fifty four inscriptions and making 
extracts from the manusciripts collected by Dr, Buchanan. Mr. Care/s estimate 
amounted to Rupees ^040 for the bare expenses of assistants, stationery and 
incidental charges. This was apparently sanctioned, as we find in July 1805 an entry 
staling that Di. Buchanan^s Mss. had been committed to Mr. Carey for the purpote 
of being translated into English under his superintendence. The entry further 
records that '^amoogst the manuscripts has been found a bistory of the first arriiral of 
the Portugese in India by a contemporary Hindoo writer, also a history of the Rajahs 
of Mysore “ E>r. Buchanan's account of bis journey through Mysore was sent to the 
Court of Directots* Librar)- in London, and by them ordered to be published. In 
November 1805 they wrote to the Indian Government asking for tracings of the 
inscriptions and drawings In the Appendix to the work, which had not been sent to 
England on account of the expenses of copying the inscriptions. In July iBofi the 
Council of the College, to whom the letter of the Court of Directors had been referred 
by the Chief Secretary, replied that the inscriptions were not f 4 i£simiUst but merely 
transcripts, and Ural they had no knowledge of any drawings connected with 
Dr. Bucliaimn's journal. They also referred to their letter of the fjth April 1805, 
wherem they recommended the translation of certain extracts from the manuscripts 
brought by Dr. Buchanan, and concerning which they had not yet received the orders 
of Govemmenl," It seems therefore that the College Counc il bad entrusted tbe work 
to Mr. Carey in anticlpatinn of sanction, 

Mfp Hunter, on May i5tb, 1805, reports the complcdon of Mtrza Fitrul a 
translation of the four Gospels into Hindoostaneii. A premium of 500 Rupees was 
granted by the Council la Mtrza Fimit as a reward for the work. This is the 
translation sanctidoed by Council in 1803. Further leducltons of the CoHege i^tablbh- 
ment were now tn be made; and extract from the ptoceedbgs of fiss Excdlency in 
Council under date the 3olh April 1805 refers to the orders of the Honoiirablc thu 
Court of Directors, dated the 38lh September tSoj^ by which the servants of the 
Compimy under the presideudes of Fort St. George and of Bombay have 
been detached from the College of Fort William^ and directs that the duties hitherto 
committed to the Provost and Vi^;^-Provost of tbe Collie shall be performed in 
future by one officer only^ with the designalton of Provost of the College of Fort 
William, and that the salary of the Provost shall be fixed m Sicca Ru|iees 3,00a 
per incnsem induding house-renU His ExCellenq^ m Council, however, deems it tu 
be proper^ In consideraiion of the highly meritorious and useful services rendered to 
the College by the pre^t Pnovost and Vice-Provost, Mr. Brown and Mr, Buchanan, 
to ix>stpone the adoption of this atmngement until a vacancy shall occur in one of 
those offices, provided that the Honourable the Court of Directors shall be pleased to 
sanction the continuance of the present allowances to the Frovwl Mr, Brown, and 
VicC'ProvOflt, Mr. Buchanan, until that date. (As will be seen later the Honourable 
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the Court of Directors not only would not sanction this, but abolished the offices of 
both Provost and Vice-Provost.) 

li was also ordered that the office of Teacher of Modern Ijmguages and of 
Lecturer in Estperitncntol Philosophy in tho College of Fort IVilliam be abolished from 
and after the isl day of June. Also, that the office of Ptorsssor of the Arabic and 
Persian languages shall in future be held by one person with a salary of Rs. i,joo 
per mensem including house-rent. The salary of the Hindoostanee Professor was also 
doed at Rs. 1,500 including house-rent. 

Ordered also that the office of Second Assistant to the Professors of the Persian 
and Hiodoostaoee looguages be abolished from and after the ist day of June, and 
that one assistant only be allowed from that date in each department, with a salary 
of Rs, 1,000 per menseiD iucludiitg hoose-Tent. 

Ordered that the offices of Secretary to the College Council and Librarian of the 
College be united, and that from and after the ist of June a salary of Sicca 
Rupees 400 per mensem be allowed to the petsoo holding those situations. Under 
this arrangement thesntn now drawn os house-rent by the Secretary of the College 
Council is to and the office of the Secretary Is to be held in one of the houses 
rented for the use of the College. 

Orders were also issued rescinding that portion of Regulation IX of tSoo 
(section 17) providing for the grant (rf pensionsi, the Court of Directors having refused 
to conhrin this ptovisioii, and directing the Council of the College to enter upon an 
immediate revision of the native establishments attached to the College and to 
propose such reduction as may be practicable. 

The Council were further directed to report whether the lower apartments in the 
house in which the lectures are now given can be appropriated to the purpose of a 
Library v they are also to endeavour to reduce the rent paid for the two houses occupied 
for the use of the College to the lowest scale which may he practicable, if both 
should be absolutely necessary. 

A great reduction was also ordered in the number of money prires, and the 
Arabic prise was to be awarded occasionally ortly, in cases of which the student Gist 
on the list shall have made eminent proficiency in Arabic. Gratits in aid of publi¬ 
cation including all charges were in future to be restricted to Sicca Rupees 40,000 
annually. 

The final order is difficult to understand in view of the fact that the Writers’ 
Buildings bad been occupied by the students from the earliest institution of the 
College- Rs wording is os follows— 

" Ordered that the range of buildings known by the name of the Writer^ Buildings 
shall be immediately engaged for the use of the students of the College. Those 
apartments will accommodate thirty-eight students and will It is presumed be stiffideiu 
for the nurabei of students at present attached to the College. 

When the number shall exceed thirty eight, the senior senfonts will he allowed 
the established house-rent of ei^ly rupees per month, it being the intention of 
Government that the junior servonls shall be accommodated with apartments in the 
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buildiDgs immedmtely on theit arrh’al rrom Edgland, pioirided they do dot reside 
iirith any of tbeir frieods." 

In the letter, (dated idtb May ^£05) for^rarding this extract to the Provost, the 
Secretary to Govemnteni informs Dr. Brown th&t the Writers' Buildings bad been 
engaged by Governmont for the use of the students in the College froni the ist 
|une. 

The obvious luid only possible dieanbig is that whereas the rent for the 
Writers^ Buildings had heretofore been paid by the College from its own funds, it 
would henceforth become chargeable to Govemment. 

In obedience to these directions the Council set about revising the native 
establishment, and on the seth June *£05 sent a letter to His ExceUency laying 
before him a stateniGiit of the proposed reduction amounting to 1,736 Rupees, and 
eventuajly to 3,056 Rupees a month. They report that the establishments of the 
Persian and Hindoostanee Departments have been so reduced by former revisions 
that no further reduction is here practicable. The number of certificaied Munshis 
had been reduced, and the Sutskrit, Bengalee and Mahiatia establishments united tu 
one department. They report that the lower apartments of the Chief Building may 
be conveniently appropriated to a Library and other puiposes, but the building not 
affording all the accommodation which is required, it is proposed to give up the 
house on the west of the Chief Building and to hire the house situated to the east of 

it, the rent of which is considerably less- From a letter dated aoth htay [£05, and 
signed by the Secretary, Mr. Rothinan, it is clear that the two bouses above referred 
to were situated in Tank Square and were rented from one Prim C bunder Baneriec, 
The letter ^ves this landlord notice that these two houses will not be occupied by 
the College after the 31St May. A further letter shews that the Council were in 
ireaty for the lease of a house belonging to hfr. John hlacdonald for three years at 
the rental of six hundred Sicca Rupees a month. (Letter from Secretary dated jrd 
June {1S05). 

With repird to the abolition of the olfice of the Second Assistant to the Professors 
of Persian and Hindoostanee the Council recommend His Excellency to retain the 
services of Captain Stewart formerly Second Assistant of the Persian Department 
until the return of the Persian Proressor (Lieutenant Baillie) who had been absent 
n«rly two yeme on the public service. They highly commeud Mr. Lurasden who 
has been actii^ for Mr. Baillie during this period to the favourable consideration of 
His Excelleucy In Council. 

In June 1805, “William Hurtter for self and the other proprietors of the 
Hindoostanee Press ^ writea to Inform the Council that the " Musnuwee of Meet 
Haaun" is now Snished. It extends to 164 pages of letter press and its price per 
copy is ten rupees eight annas, The Council respond by lakiqg a hundred copies. 
He also writes under the same sgoature ashing the Council to sabscribe for a 
hundred copies of “ the accompanying volumes which were compiled by a gentleman 
for his own private use” These are the Hindoostanee Dictionary in two volumes. 
Of this work also the College lake a hundred copies. 
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Juf: mX tbis time Mr. Citrcy muds a proposal oa behalf of the brethreD of the 
mission at Semmpore to iranslatA socb Sanskrit works as m^ht be recomoaeaded to 
them by ft committee select&j by the Asiatic Society. This proposal, which* was 
transmitted by Dr. Buclmimn to the Asiatic Socieiy. was referred to the Committee 
of Papers, who recommended to the SocieLy to give the Missionaries the support 
which they request as far as ojeteods to one work to bo approved of by a Committee 
selected by the Society. The propo^l was accordingly Forwarded by the President 
of the Asiatic Society (Sir John Anstfuther) to the CdlLege Coirndl with a request 
that the College of Fort WBlLam would join the Society in promoting so useful a 
proposal, and suggesting the formatiod of a joint committee to select the work lo be 
translated. 

Replying on the 1st July 1805 the Council concur with the Asiatic Society, and 
express their wilLingtiess to meet a Committee appointed by the Society. They will 
also take an early opportunity of recommending the entire pkn to the protection of 
the Govemor-General in Council and of the Honourable the Court of DirectorSd As 
will be Seen later the Ramayaua woa the first work which was produced under this 
schema The stipend allowed was Rs. 300 a month. On the 7th August 1303, a letter 
was nsad in Council addressed by Captain Charles Stewart to the Vice Provost 
submitting a sketch of bis proposed catalogue of the books in Tippoo's Library, for 
the approbation of the College CoundL Capuio Stewart writes : ** If Government 
continue to pay me the salary of Assistant Professor the only expense to the College 
will be for a writer and stationary* But if my allowances shall be stopt, I cannot 
undertake it for less than (Rs. 3,000) three thousand rupees and an allowance of 
50 Rupees per month for writers and stationary, and this I am induced to accept 
merely that the Literary funds of the College may not by too heavily borne on." 
A resolution was thereupou passed granting Captain Stewart the sum of three 
thousand rupees with an allowance of fifty rupees per month for writers and stationary 
for this proposed catalogue. 

The Coundl under date a^th July 1805 addressing the Most Noble Marquis 
Cornwallis, K. G.p Governor-General in Council report that as no Profeasor of 
Hindoosianee has yet been appointed In succession to Mr. GUchriat, the abolition of 
the post of second assistant has been necessarily suspended. They beg leave to 
Tecommend that Fnslgn 4%facdouga11 be authorised to olficiate as second assistant. 
They riotice for Hb Lordship's mfottnalion that Caplaia Mouat the first asiistanl has 
executed the duty of Professor since the reslgoalion of Mr. Gilchrist, that Ensign 
Macdou^l has performed the duty of first assisUnt during itmt period and that the 
exertions of these gentlemen have been highly betiefidal to the InstitutioiL They end 
by commending .Mr Chreyatsoto Hb Excellency. Dr. Buchanan the Vice-Provost 
was shortly after this taken ill, which led to further delay In CMtying out the orders Of 
the Court of Directors for the reduction of the native establishmetiL It w« now 
ordered that the reduction should take effect from 1st September. 

At this Council meeting {SepL 1, 1805) was read a communication from Captain 
A Mathew of the Artillery asking the GoveraoT-Getieral in Council for patronage to 
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his proiccted transJalion of the ’"Mesbkatu Shereof, a celebmied book of Mahumudiii 
TTiditionSt” requesting Govern merit to take 100 copies of the work. Tbb letter was 
referred to the Council of the Collie for opinion. It was resolved that the Council 
should report favourably of the work and should make the usual subscriptiou for one 
hundred copies. 

Dr, Dinwiddie^s appomtment having been abolished he approaches the Council 
with a list of the expensei incurred by him on behalf of the College during tbe four 
years he was connected with the College. Having met with a rehisal on the part of 
Govemraent to a previous request he had made (nth June 1804) to purchase hii 
apparatus which he valued at 3^300 Rupees, he now submits a bill for 6,380 Rupees. 
Thi* account the Council pass, and authorise the payment of the amount claimed^ so 
that our " Canny Scot ** seems to have profited soTnawhat by the original refusal to 
purchase. 

Among the Literary Notices of the College of Fort William under date July 36th, 
18051 the following works are mentioned ^—

It is also noted that the ** Asiatic Society has ouited with the College of Fort 
William In granting an annual sdpend (by equal contributions) of four hundred and 
GStf pounds sterling to the Protestant Missionaries in Bengal, towards defraying the 
expense of publishing the ortgtnfd text of the most ancient Sanskrit writicig^ with an 
English transLation." 

An Hindoostanee Dictionary long expected by oriental students is at length 
ready to be put to the press. It will be edited by Doctor William Hunter, and Ensign 
U^Uiam Macdougall T 

In noticing Captain Stewarty's Catalogue of Tippoo's Library the record says ■ In 
tbe progress of bis reswches he has discovered In that Library a valuable work in the 
Periian language^ referred to by Dow and Orme as necessary for the illustration of an 
impottant period in Eastern History, and which was sought for in India by those 
Historians without success. It Is the History of the Emperor Aurungxebe from the 
jtth year of his reign to his death (an interval of forty years) written by the learned 
and authentic Mahotnmud Sakli being a oontinuEitton of Mahomenud Karicn^s History 
of the first ten ytars of that prince. See notes to Orm^ Historical Fragments of the 
Mogul Empire of the Mahraltas.’’ 

Tbe proceedings of this same date 0 uly adih, 1805) also state that the Reverend 
Dr* Claudius Buchanan is about to proceed to Cochin On the Coast of Malabar for 
the purpose of examining the Ancient Hebrew blanuscripts preserved in tbe Synagogue 
of tbe Jews an that place. Another object of Dr. Buchanan's mission was to enquire 
Into the state of the Narive Christian Churches in the Province of Travancore and 
Malabar, paiticularLy of tbe thirty five eor^^grariotts denominated by the Roman 
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CithoUa Hie “Schismatic Churehes." Tfiesa Chrirtiaas refuse cwnmuaion mlh the 
Romish Church and adhere to the simple ritual of an early age. They are noticed in 
History aa early as the fourth century and supposed to have emigrated from 
Syria and Chaldea. At this day the Syio Cbaldaic language is used in their churches 
and their Lituiary {stt. lltu^ ?) is composed in that language and character.'* The 
Ecclesiastical authorities in England had called for a report on their constitution and 
doctrine with a «ew to tecognisiflg these churches which " hare been gOTemed for 
Ufteen hundred years by a regular succession of Bishops whose ordination (by the 
Patriarch of Antioch) is acknowledged by the Church of England." 

Another object was the lecoirery if possible of certun ancient Cbaldaic 
manuscripts reported to be eidsteiit in Travaocore, but alleged to have been destroyed 
by the Portuguese on their first anival in India in order to destroy the evidences of the 
antiquity of these churches and to force them into a union with the Romish Church. 

In September of this year, Mr. Lumsden put forward a scheme fur the construc¬ 
tion of an entirely new set of Persian types towards which the College Council were 
asked to make a grant of s,ooo Rupees. This was sanctioned and a hundred copies of 
the Muntakhabool Loghaut at Rs. jj a copy were subscribed for by the College. Eniigo 
Macdougall was taken ill about this time, and to fill his place the Council of the 
College proposed to the Vice-President in Council (Sir George Barlow, Baronet) that 
Mr, William Hunter should be appointed as additional assistant. Mr. Hunter's 
appointment was sanctiodaed On a salary of 800 Sicca Rupe« a month. 

From the 3oih September 1805 "the house rented by the College at 550 Rupees 
per month and at piesent appropriated to the Libraries, the Secretary’s Office, aod 
Ptovostis Chambers" was ^ven up. This house was rented from Messrs. Ord and 
Knox, and appears to have been situated in Council House Street. Fram this date 
the lower apartments of this College were allotted to the Libraries, and Secretary's 
Office, while Ho. 1 Building (which was situated at the west end of the Writers’ 
Buildings) was allotted for the use of the Provost, This was the comer house near 
Hot well's Mooumenl. 

The Arabic Department was now considerably curtailed, in accordance with the 
general scheme of retrenchment, in spite of a vigorous protest from Captain BailUe. 
A month later (November iSosX Captain Bailie was sent on depuUlion to Bundel- 
cund and Mr. Lumsden applied for an assistant during Capuln Baillie's absence. 
Captain Biullie suggested the re^ippointment of Captain Stewart, and this was 
acceded to by Goveroment on tbe 6th December 1805. In the mean time Dr. 
William Hunter was appointed by the Vice-Presidciu in Council to the office of 
Secrctaiy and Librarian to the College of Fort William, with effect from November 
ijt, Mr- Charles Rothman having died on September ajrd. 

In January 1806 Cap<»in James Mouat was appointed to the office of Professor 
of tbe Hindoostanee language in the College of Fort William, Captain Stewart did 
not apparently accept the appointment of Assistatil Professor, as he proceeded to 
England Mily in 1806, Ho left the Sandheads in the "Walpole "on the aist of 
February 1806. 
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Foundation of tko U^ary of tht If. £, I. Company. 

In May 1806 the Chief Secreiaiy to Govemmc&t for«ard» to the College Council 
an extmct from a Public GenCTal Letter from the Hanourabie the Court of Directors, 
dated the 5tb, June 1805, with special reference to their former ewprfss^ witlingneM 
to allot apartments for the purpose of an OtienuU Aepository b the idditional 
huildbgs then erecting in Leadenhall Street and that all Eastern maoufcHpts traos- 
milted to that Repository would be carefully preserved and registered there." The 
Honourable Court were not s&tJsfied and complained of the " indilTerence it has 
eiperienced from our Bengal Government by whom it does not appear that any 
particular exertions have been made to forward our views." They now reiterate their 
request and " desire that the subject may be entered into with alacrity and «al." 
They enquire especially about Tippoo Sultan's library and direct that " all the works 
remarkable for the fineness and variety of the writing and the splendour of thdr 
illuminations"are to be sent home to their library forthwith, "together with a 
complete catalogue both in Pusiao and b English of the whole library as it was 
originally found." 

Sped mens of all coins are also to be collected and transmitted to the Repository 
and they specially *' desire that a sbgle piece of each sue and denomination in gold, 
silver and copper may be selected from the latest coinage b Calcutta. Forty copies 
of all works published in Calcutta treating of the languages are to be sent home “as 
they will be useful m out Seminary at home." A good copy of the Calcutta edition 
of the Asiatic Researches is also called for, also “a copy of the History of India by 
Gbuiam Hussyn and translated into English by Ghulam Mustafa (this is the Seir 
Mulaqherin published in Calcutta in 1799)13 it is not to be procured in this 
country," 

In certain cases duplicate copies are to be sent in order that one copy may be 
presented to the Board to be placed among their records. The former letter to which 
allusioo is made was ihat of the igth May lygB. This College Council was held on 
the 4th June It was accordingly ordered, that a catalogue be prepared of the Books 
formbg part of the Library of Tippoo Sultan which were taken to England by Matqdi 
Wellesley for the purpose of beJng presented to the Honoutiihle Court of Directors, 
and to the Vmversities of Oxford and Cambridge. Also a catalogue of the Books 
which still remain b the College, exclusive of such as were presented by the Prim 
Agenis to tbe Society.” 

In a letter to Government forwarding extmct from the proceedings of the College 
Council held June 4tb, 1806, it is said that the catalogues will be prepared with the 
least possible deky. " In the mean time the Council of tbe College request to be 
furnished with any general catalogue of the library of Tippoo Sultan which may bme 
been transmitted by the Priie Ageots to the Honourable the Governor-General in 
Coundl, or may be fonheoming in the Office of the Persian Translators," 

A certiun number of manuscripts from the coUectioo of Tippoo Sultan had already 
been traiiimitled; we find that at the same Coundl meetbg (June 4th, 1806) it was 
ordered " that a separate catalogue be prepared of such of the books as have not 
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abeady be e n tiansiniUed, and of which duplicato copies remain in the College, for 
the purpose of being forwarded to England with the books ^dded in the catalogue 
the first favou mble opportunity-'' ThePio?CBt is requested “ to ascertain, what 
publications were sent to the Honourable Court of Directors by the “ Northampton’’ 
and to collect any works since pnblished which have not been already sent by the 
" Lady Jane Dundas “ and “ Lord Nelson " for the purpose of bdng transmitted " 
as airly as possiblfc On the lytb September, rSofl the Provost traasmits to the 
Chief Secretary to Govenmjeiit a list of the books that have been collected, under the 
orders erf Government, by the College of Fort Williain for the Honourable the Court 
of Directors. A list of these books will be found in Appendix F. [Letter Book, 
Vo!. HI, pp. 61—63.] 

This depletion of the College Library led the Council to consider in what way 
their Library could best be replenished and put upon a footing befitting the fountain* 
head of Oriental Learning in India. Accordingly at the Meeting of the s8th June 
we find them passing the following Resolution. The Coundl of the College are of 
opinion that the study of the languages which are taught in the College may be 
promoted, and the acquisition of a, critiasl knowledge of them rendered more easy, 
by opening to the Profwsors and students of the College a copious library of the 
roost valuable works in those languages. The College, on its institution, had the use 
the library of tbe late Tippoo Sultan which was there deposited But this library 
did not coutain a selecUon weU suited to tbe purpose, aud many of the most valuable 
books included in it have been withdrawn for the Court of Directors aud Asiatic 

Socictyi 

The Council of the College apprehend that it would be highly beneficial that a 
collection of all classical books os well os carious and scarce works in the languages 
taught in the College should be here deposited for the use of the Professor* and 
students and for reference by the learned in general. More especially if the collec¬ 
tion include such books in particular as are not easily procumWe In any part of India. 

It appears to the College Council, the wishes of the Court of Directors espressed 
in the paragraphs of their general letter of the 5th June 1805 which have been wm- 
municated by order of the Govemot'Geiieral in Council, would be best accomplished 
btbe progress of collecting manuscripts for the College: as the Ubmry of the 
Company might be supplied with copies selected from such duplicates as may be 
collected, or with transcripts purposely made from books particularly scarce. 

The Council of the College, therefore, thiok it expedient that tb* 
necessary steps should be forthwith taken for procuring, at the most 
moderate charge, correct copies of ClassicaJ and scarce book* in the 
Arabic and Persian Languages, and in the different Imigusges of India. 

Rtselctd accordingly that the Secretary be instructed to establish a coneapon* 
denee through native i^ts for the purchase o1 manuicripts, conformably witblisu to 
be furnished at Mocha, Bassoia, Delhi, Lucknow, Hyderabad and Benares, or at other 
places where books may be most easily procured." It was also resolved that one copy 
of every work subscribed for by the College should be presented to the Asiatic 

Society.

The Council following this namely that held on the ^oth July i S06 received a 
m^t unpleasant shock in the shape of a wigging" from the Honourable Court of 
Directors with reference to the conaigament of books transmitted by the ** L^dy Jane 
Dundas ** and “ Lord Nelson/* There appears to have been some mistake made by 
the Vice-Provost, with the unfortunate result that only one of the twelve boxes of 
which the consignment consisted was addressed to the Honourable Court of Directors, 
while the other eleven were consigned to Mr, M. Whish Esq., (Mrs, Birchanaii was 
a Miss Whish, she died at sea in this voyage of the Lady Jane Dundas ") for the 
purpose of being presented in the name of the Collie of Fort William to several of 
the Universities, Public Schools and Learned Societies in the United Kingdom, The 
Directors took great umbrage at this, and lost no time in deckring their decided 
disapprobatioa of this Act of our College imd our diapleosure at the unprecedunt^ 
and disrespectful form and manner in which U has been executed'^ What seems to 
have been theunkindest cut of al" was an entry in the list which specified the 
position allotted to the Court's Library dgned by the Vice-Provost, in these words 
“ Books ill Oriental literature presented to the Court of Directors for their Oriental 
Library by the College of Fort W'illiam." They were evidoptly very angry^ 
Mr. Harington td a very powerful and dignified minute disclaims all official authoritj 
for the procedure adopted, and while remarking that it k unfortunate that the absence 
of the Vice-Frovost will not admit of bb oiTefing an immediate eicpianation upon this 
point ^ disclaims 00 behalf of Dr Buchanan all intention of disrespect. After thus 
viadiaLttng himself from a censure which he justly describes as both severe and 
unmetited Mr* Harington begs to be relieve from tba station and duty of a Member 
of the College Council, while continuing to be one of the govemora in virtue of bis 
position as a judge of the Sudder Dewanney Adawlut and retaining bis Professorship 
of Uwi and Relations. Mr. Cblcbrooke follows suit and expresses hii sentiment 
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'♦ th&t I cun no longer take the shar* which 1 have hitherto borne in the business of 
the College" end accordingly requests that hU services in the College may he 
dispensed with or restricted to such duties as it nuiy be the pleasure of Gcwemineni 
that I should continue to execute as one of the gotfenwrs of the College," 

The Provost (Reverend David Brown) also enters a minute, disavowing all 
knowledge of the tiansaetion ou the part of the members of the College Council, 
The books had been transmitted by Dr. Buchanan and no suspicioa wm ever enlei- 
tained that his procedure had been in any degree disrespectful t5T improper, 
Di, Brown ends by Umeuting the resignation of Messrs. Harington and Colebrooka 
It B," he says, “ to the leamiug and high character of these gentlemett and to their 

Uborious superintendence of the studies of the College that it owes its success and 

the reputation it has acquired, and I can conceive no misfortune to befall St, so 
inevitably destructive of its fame and efficiency as the probable effect of their resigna* 
tion wUl be." He continues " I beg leave to accompany their minutes with my most 
humble representation to the Honourable the Govemor-Ganeral in Council of the 
indispensable importance of their services to the College^ without the continuanca of 
which the studies of it cannot be efiklently directed, nor its prcrtperity ensured," 

Impartial critics will certainly exonerate the members of the College Council and 
sympathise with them uodei the circumstances. 

Mr, Hurington presents to Government, for transmission to the Court of 
Directors, bis edition of Sadee printed At Calcutta under hb direction in lygr. He 
sends twenty copies and at the same time proposes to undmtake a revised and 
corrected edition of the Persian Hidayat, which be estimates will cost *0,000 Sicca 
Rupees. An edition of 500 copies if sold at 40 Rupees pet set of four volumes will 
he poidts out exactly reimburse Govemraent. 

Sanction was given for the work to be printed at the rate of one volume a year. 

A further letter was now written (ijth November iSoS) to the Chief Secretary 
to Government with reference to the books forming the Library of Tippoo Sultan, 
This letter was subsequent to the receipt of two lists of books transmitted by the 
Ptiie Agents of which one was headed “ List of selected manuscripts for the Honour¬ 
able the Court of Directors" comprising *91 volumes, and the other *' List of books 
for the Asiatic Society" coroprisiag 61 volumes. The reraaioir^ books (i,S 4 ^ ^ 
number) sent by the Prize Agents, were specified in a general Persian catalogue only 
without being particularly appropriated. The Council aceordiogly enquire whether 
the instructions of the Court of Directors are to apply to the whole number of the 
books received from the Priae Agents (exclusive of course of the sixty one volumes 
sent expressly for the Asiatic Society) or are to be ooosidered as referring only to the 
List of 391 Manuscripts selected by the Prire Agents for the Honourable Court of 
Directors. The Council submit these two lists and a third list of books taken to 
England by the Marquis Wellesley, including ao6 books, of which formed part of 
the 191 volumes selected for the Honourable Court of Directors and the rdmaioing 
41 were taken from the books not comprised in that list. The motive for 
substituting this selection was to preserve in the Collie Library the boob of which 
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liogle copies onlf were Teceived, and to send 10 Eogliuid those of which there were 
dupUceie copies. The Council endeevoiu to ohuin the ssnclioti of the Honourable 
Cotirr to this principle of selectionj and submit a catalogue of the books which fanned 
part of the library of Tippoo Sultan, and still remain in the College of Fon William, 
viz,, exclusive of those taken to England by Marquis Wellesley and oE the books 
presented by the Prize Agents to the Asiatic Society, and to suggest the propriety of 
traasmiuiag the same for the nnal instruction of the Honourable Court of Directors, 
whether any and what books included In this catalogue shall be sent to England in 
addition to those taken by Marquis Wellesley; and In the event of any being required 
o£ which there are no duplicates, whether other copies shall he made or procured, 
cither for transtnission to the Honourable Court or to supply the place of the single 
copies sent to England in the College Library at this Presidency; which it b a public 
object to render as complete as possible in works of Oriental Literature, particularly 
in scarce aianiiscrlpts, tbe preservation of which in some local repository 1$ evidently 
desirable, and is every year becoming more requisite." UnfoTtunateJy no copies of 
any of these catalogues or lUta have been preserved either in the Proceedings, from 
which the above is extracted, or in the Letter Book. 

Mr. Carey submits to the Council (rath November iBod) an abstract of the 
contents of the " or sacred book of the Seiks " made for him by Pundit 

Ajnarain. 

On the I4\h December a letter is read from the ijecreiary to Governinent 
addressed to the Revd. David Brown, Prmost, and hlembers of the Council of the 
College of Fort William, directing that the reduced establishment is to take place from 
the 3!sl December, and requesting tbe Council to prepare and submit the draft Jof a 
Regulation framed conformably to the proposed modigeatton in the institution of the 
College. 

The public letter from the Court of Directors upon which these orders are based 
h that of the ztst May 1806 declaring their intention to found Hertford College. It 
was hoped that in this New College the witters, in addition to the instruction which 
they would receive In all the most useful branches of European learning, would be 
enabled to acquire a competent knowledge in oriental titeralurr. ■' As, however " the 
letter continues it may not be practicable for the students to attain in this countr)* so 
perfect a knowledge as could be wished for In this Branch, their education herein 
must stilt be completed in India, for which purpose some establishment must be 
conUnued. We propose, however, that the Calcutta Institution shall be confined 
solety to this object, and upon as moderate a scale of expense as is consistent with its 
Utility In tMs varsv.*' 

The writers were to go ibrougb a course of education at Hertford College and 
then “ complete their studies in the Oriental Branches in one year at the College at 
Calcutta provided they devote their dme and attention eicltutvely to this object," 
This wouid lead to much greater economy in the management of the Calcutta College. 
The offices of Provost and Viee^Provost were accordingly deemed unnecessan- “ all 
requisite superintendence may be found in the Professors or in occasional visitations of 
the Govemor.Genfra] or tbe Members of the Council.” The establishment was to he 
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reduced within a yearly cost uf 75,000 Rupees, allowing for a Professor of Arabic and 
Persian On Rs. 1,500 a month (Inclusive of house-rent), a Professor of HindoosLanee at 
Rs, 1,000 a month, a Teacher of Sanskrit and Bengalee at Rs. 1,000 a month, while ijso 
Rupees monthly w'as to cover the cost of hlunshis, Writing Masters. Adding to this 
ihe house-rent for students, Prtaes, Priming and ConKingencies. it was estimated that the 
total expense of the College at Calcutta would be brought within 150,000 Sicca Rupees 
per annum and the Council were directed to reduce the e:rpenses to this sum wliboul 
delay* Two Munshjs were called for to give insiructioji at the College In England, 
one for the Persian and one for the Hindoostanec Language, and were to be engaged 
for three or more years. 

The terms of their engagement as to allowafices and the CKpense of passage was 
left to the discretion of the CounciL with all due aiLentlon to economy. Without 
nuking any reference to the resignation of Messrs. HaHngton and Colebrooke of their 
ofiBce as Members of the College Council the Conn of Directors highly approve the 
Professorships at present held by Messrs. Harington and Colebrookct md we think 
these gentlemen with the Professor of Persian and Arabic should compose a superin¬ 
tending committee through wborn the report of the esamlnadomi and quaJiheatLons of 
tlie students may be communicated to your Governmeni and we have no doubt that 
when these gentlemen «ihall be under the necest^ity of retiring, you wiU not have any 
difOculty in finding others of our civil senanis ai Calcutta who tsiU readily fill those 
offices." 

The Honourable Court of Directors wete weU ad^i^ed in raying readily,^’ 
alacrity^ however, is not the essential quaiificaiion for ofiice^ of ihe kind held by 
Messrs* Harington and Colebrooke worthy successors to whom it was indeed hard 10 
fiiid* 

A certain Munshi named Aboo TaJlb was applied for by the Directors to fill one 
of the posts at Hertford College, bu news of bi-s decease having been received^ 
^laulavi Meer Abdul Alee orie of the Munshis on the fised e^iabllshmeni of the 
Persian Department was recomiaerided by the College Counctl to be engaged for 
Hertford College on a yearly salary' of £ioo ** and that a passage be taken for Um in 
one of the ships gl the season/' The Council further reported tktt no sufiidentJy 
qualified, person had yet offered hlEnself for the Hiridoostanee post; they recommend 
therefore that peiKling the selection of a smtable Hiiidoostance Munshi Meet Abdul 
.Alee be sem witbi>uL delay to act in both Depamnents. Thi^ arrange meitt wai 
approved by Government and the Alunsbi duly appointed. Two monibs later (ajth 
November 1S07), ibe Council report that they have found one Mirja Khulee! whon) 
they consider fit to be engaged as Hindoostanee hlunshi for the Hertford College and 
recommend a salary of £600 per annum and a passage to England. This was also 
agreed to, and the Marine Board directed to engage the ^lunshis passage, ^fi^sa 
Khalcel sailed in the Honourable Company's ship Catife E<im about February 
lOtb, i 8 o 3 . The commander of that ship was granted the sum of Sicca Rupees Two 
thousand five hundred for a cabin, aud for tbe accotamodation of Slirza KJtaJeel, being 
a simiUr allowance to that wlucb was granted to tbe Commander or tbe Vnisn for 
the passage of Maulvie Meer Abdul Aiee on that ship to England.^’

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A saUrjr of jC6oa z /car might well tempt a native of India to go to Englaed. and 
the saJar/ recommended b/ the College Couodt be considered very liberal. 

The absence of a Fro^-ost soon began to make itself felt on the discipline of the 
College, as might well have been foreseen. 

In September 1807 the behaviour of the certain Of the students of the College 
formed the subject of deliberation at a Council meeting when an extract Erom the 
Froceedings of the Right Honourable the Governor-General in Council in the Judidai 
Department under date the 8th September 1807 was read. From this it appeared 
that certain students bad on the preceding third cd September annoyed the Mahome- 
dana in the celebration of their ceremony of the Bera by shooting at them with J 
pellet bows injuring several persons. Mr. W. C. Blaquiere the Magistrate who makei 
the report to the Secretaiy to Government in the Judicial Deportment states The 
gentlemen in the Writers' Buildings have made it a constant practice of late to shoot 
at crows from their windows with fowling pieces, and to pellet persons passing in the 
streets with pellet balls, and several persons have been wounded. Complaints have 
been numerous, but we have been able to grant redress in only very few cases, the 
complainant being unable to fix upon the house from whence the injury proceeded, 
and I am sorry that what we have done on these occasion have beeo of no avail, the 
practice still continuing. The same difficulty existing in great measure in the present 
instance, and the evil complained of being general and pregnant with the most serious 
consequences. I hav^e thought it requisite to lay the drcumstances before Government, 
in preference 10 proceeding in the regular mode against the gentlemen residing in 
the house Identified by the serjeant, hoping that the interference of Government will 
put a stop to the dangerous practice complained of, and secure the Mahomedans from 
future molestation in their religious ceremonies and processions. The serjeant 
on du^ Dennis Reily was able to Identify the house from which the pellet balls came 
as No. [, the house at the western extremity of [he Writers* Buildings near the Monu¬ 
ment. (Hblweirs Monument since removed, but now (i^i) being restored by Lord 
Curzon), *'Thc doors being kept shut" he concludes"( did not enter the gentle¬ 
men's houses." 

The Governor-General in Council referred this letter with the statement maH- 
by Serjeant ReUy to (he College authorities who reported that they had failed to 
discover the individual students who bad been guilty of this irregularity, and suggested 
that in future the officers should proceed against the students in the same manner as 
against other violators of the pubic peace, at the same time reporting the names of 
the offenders to Government. And so the matter 

On the jjid December (Sofi, the Council of the College addressed a letter to 
the Honourable Sir George Hilaro Bvlow Baronet. Governor-General in Council, 
in which they submitted a plan for the future establishment of the Cdtlege on the 
reduced scale ordered by the Court of Directors together with a draft of a Regulation 
formed conformably to the proposed modification In the constimijon of the College. 
It was anticipated that the number of students of the College would not in future be 
more numerous than could be accommodated in the Writers’ Buildings, so that no 
provision wm now made for house-rent. The sum of Rupees jooo was allotted for pr ises. 
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fioolts and Medals only were to be given in future, as the funds would not allow o( 
pecuniary prties, the cost of the pecuniary prises 10 be distributed on the followini 
6th February were 10 be a charge on the current year. In allotting Rs, *0.000 for 
contingent expenses the Council hoped that in future such charges as subscrip¬ 
tions for published works, purchase of books for the Company's Museum, dec., would 
be considered as distinct from the College and disbursed from a separate fund 
under the immediate direction and control oi the Governor-General in Council, a 
very just and reasonable expectation. Their proposals included * provision for 
increasing the salary of the Secretary of the C olkge (which was then only Rs. 400 a 
month) as well as the Institution of an establishnient or Examiners consisting of two 
persons. The salary of the Secretary was already, they pointed out,«inadequate 
(O the duties executed by the gentleman who now fills that station (Dr, iiunicr) and 
the functions of his office will be still further and greatly Increased in labour as well 
as in importance by the abolition of the offices of Provost and Vice-Provosl. The 
institution of an establishment of Examiners with salaries annexed to ihetr office 
appears to us requisite from tlie experienced difficulty of providing for the discharge 
of the duty of Examiner of the College. That duty has fallen chiefly on Members 
of the College Council, whose official avocations have prevented their giving sufficient 
auention to it, at the same time that it has been a serious imerruption to the per¬ 
formance of their duty in the important public stations held by them. These circum¬ 
stances have rendered it necessary to have recourse to the aid of the Secretary who 
in the esecotion of this branch of additional duty has employed bis talents and 
exertions in a manner highly creditable to himself and beneficial to the interests of 
the College. We consider it to be essemial to the success of the institution that 
besides a single professor for each of the three principal classes as directed by the 
Honourable Court of Directors, other learned men shoLiId be engaged on the 
mtablisbmeni or the College, ihat the requisite assistance may be immediately afforded 
whenever a Professor may be prevented by indispositioa or any other temporary’ 

cause from attending his class, or at any lime when the class may be too numerous 

for the gupcrimendence of a single person. We trust that this object will be 
sufficiendy attained by the appoiounem public eKaminers.'’ 

Their new scheme provided for two examiners at Rs, 50D a motith each a Secretary 
and Library" at Rs. 1,000 a month, together with the three Professors as directed by the 
Court. In a letter, dated the j 1st December 1806, the Goveniot-Gencral in Cotmcil 
approves of the scheme in its entirety, together with the draft of the Regulations and 
orders, the scheme to take effect from 51st December 1806, with the exception of 
the Slim limited for the encouragement of Uierature and Coniingent charges which 

will take place from the dose of the year of account on the goth April next. Mr. 

H. T. Cdebrooke was appointed President of the College Council and Messrs 
Haringtoii, Edmonstone and Fombellc, Members of the CoUege Council by (he 
Governor-Genetal in Council, their letters of appointmem bearing dale January isl. 

1807- 

At this lime Lieutenant H. A- F. Henej of the 7th Bombay Native Infantry, 
who had been taken prisoner by the French whilst on board the ship Famt made 
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an application through the Adiutaot-General to be admitted as a student to the 
College of Fon William « provided that the Parole, I granted the French Government 
shall prevent me from doing duly lUI I am exchanged In which case I intend to write 
my friends in Europe to get me released from my parole." 

Mr. Hervey was recomraended for admission by the College Council who in 
reply to an enquiry suted that *' Mr. C. Johnston an officer on the Military establish¬ 
ment under the iVesideney of Fort St, George is at present a student in the College". 
There seems to have been a doubt whether Military students were admissible under 
the Regulations. Mr. Hervey was admitted nnd January 1807. The suiement of 
the fixed establishment furnished to Government on the lolh January shews that 
the officers of the College and their respective salaries then were;_

The Persian Department cost Rs. i.oao amomh. The Hindoostanee Department 
cost Rs. 1,180 a month. The Bengalee, Sanskrit and Mahratta Department cost Rs. Soo 
* month, and the Secreury’s Office and Library R$, j6o a month, while the Menial 
Establishments cost Rs. 367 a month. Thus the grand total of the monthly expenses 
of the establishment of Uie College at this date (tat January tio?) was 9,od7 Rupees. 
The Council now approached Government with a recotnmendatjon as to works m 
coivse of publtcBilon to which the College had given its promise of support, but which 
under the new scheme would fall to be encouraged by Government grants. Theie 
Were—

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These laiier v^drks which were not yd coinmcnced, the Council recommehijed to 
the consideration and approval of Govemment. AIL of these proposals were aeceptcil 
by the Covernor-GencraJ in Council (5 th February iSo;). The fim subscripiton thus 
paid by GovemiDent WHS in January tBo8 towards Hunter's Hindoostftnee Dktionaty. 

As btudenis hjul been in the habit of absenting themserLves from Calcutta without 
leave, the Governor-General as Visitor of the College issued orders forbidding alt 
students 10 quit Calcutta and Its Immediate victntty, or he absent from the regular 
lectures of the College without having previously obtained permission from the Council 
of the ColIege^ Every case of mfringement of this order was to be reported to the 
Visitor. 

Sir George Harlow in bis capacity of Victor at the Public Disputations held on the 
jnd March iSo? adverted m strong terms to the debts which certain of the studenis had 
incurred during their stay in College, and made It clear thst an accumulation of debt 
w'ould be held by him to- counterbalance in a material degree whitever merits the 
students might possess In other respects and that in any case of competition preference 
would be given to tb>se who had confined their expenditure within the limit of thetr 
allowances. 

An application wa;^ made early in iBoy by the Bombay Country Correspondence 
O^e for a supply of books In Hmdcxxstanee, Mahratia, Ambict Persian, and Sanskrit 
to be sent round for the use of Public O^ce^ and Junior Servants of the Frcsideticy^ 
The books asked for were ordered to be sent as far as they could be spared. A list 
of the works supplied is given at page 524 of the Minutes of Proceedings VoL II, In 
May I Soy Dr* WUlam Hunter was obliged to apply for sick leave for a ghort period 
in order to take 1 cruise in the roads. He wajs miffeiing from asthma. His medituti 
certificate was signed by J. Fleming:, isl iMembcrof the Medical Board. During 
Dr. Hunter's absence Lieutenam Macdougall was appointed to o^ciate as Secretar). 
In June of this year Capt^n BailHe was appointed Resident at I^cknow and Mi . 
Mathew Lumsden who had been for some time acting for Captain Baillie was appointed 
Professor of /Vrahic and Persian. Dr- Hunter returned from skt leave on the z^th June 
and resumed charge of his duties. In consequence of the loss of books from the 
Library by their being lent out especinlly to nailvcs, the Council passed a Resolutioii 
(isl August ifoy)i— 

ft)* That in luturu such learned natives ^ have occasion to consult books 
belonging to the College library, or to make eatiucts, shall repair to the 
College for that purpose and that no book shall be taken away from the 
library for the use of any native, excepting such work as he may be 
employed under the orders of College Council, in traitsladng; witboui: 
a special order from the CoUegc Council under the signature of the 
Secretary* 

12)1 TTiat excepbng instances in which a book may be destroyed by fire, or any 
other unavoklable accident* the person to whom a bml belonging to 
the College library may be lent shall replace it or pay the value of iL tn 
I he event of its being tost while in his charge. 
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A Ferswn tiAD^lAtion of these refuUtions Appears m the volume of Proceedings, 
,Hp 5^8)*. A further change In the Ptrscnal of the efiUblLiiiicnent was now proposed to 
the Viutor hy the College Council p who suggested Uiat Instead of having % ^cretary at 
1,000 Rupees and two e^mi tiers at 500 Rupees cacbp the future establishment should 
consist of a Secretary and Examiner at i^zoo Rupees, and an Assistam Secretary and 
Kaamincr at 800 Rupees. 

The proposal was to appoint Dr. WilJIam Kunter to the former and Ensign 
Macdougdl to the latter post- This arTaniement was approved and thESe appointments 
were made on the Mth July 1807. 

On the 8th of August 18071 Lord MInto writes lo the Council of the College 
beading by his Private Secretary, Mr. Elliot two books presented lo the College by the 
Delegaies of the Clarendon Press at Oxford- These two works " the Proverbs of Alin'' 
and Pococks Specimen Hist: Aimbum were accompanied by a copy of the letter to 
imd Minto written by the Bishop of Oxford when sending the books. This letter la 
dated CuddesdoHp rist Jdy tSo6. 

In conneciiou with the work at present being carried on by Mr. Grierson it Is 
iriieresling hisiarieally ip note that in 1807, Mr. Colebrooke entered a minute calling 
nitentJan to a plan of a comparative vocabulary of Indian Languages by Sir J. Mackin- 
tosbp which had been communicated to the Council of the College by order of Govern- 
menl with the Chief Secretary's letter of the 7th August t8o(J. Sir J. Mackintosh w^s 
President of the Literary Society of Bombay. Mr. Colebrodke cCmsidered that Sir j, 
Mackintosb s scheme did not go far enougbi and conceived that by enlarging the 
design both the objects of general comparison and of separate usefulness might be 
cambined-. He then alludes to an extensive plan for the compilation of grammirs and 
dictionaries which was in contemplation by a gentletnan of the Madras Medical Esiab- 
livhment (Dr* Leyden). Dr, Leyden’s plan erred in one direction as br as Sir 
Mackintosh efred in the othcr^ and Mr, Colebrooke gave it as his opinion that a 
vocalmlary framed on a plan between the two should be undertaken for the use and 
at the charge of the College- This vocabulary was to be based on Mr. Gladwin's voca¬ 
bulary, and printed 10 Persian. Htiid«, Sanskrit and Bengalee with $tiffic5cnl blank 
-spaces for the insertion of the corresponding words in another language. Printed 
c oples of this vocabulary were to be put into the bands of native conversant with the 
particular languages of which vocabularies are required lo be severally filled up by them 
for each language as undertaken by them. Mr. Colebrooke also suggested that a few 
copies should be furnished lo Dr. Francis Buchai^n who will cheerluily undertake to 
collect Information on the languages of the provinces through which he will travel in 
the course of the statisttca! survey on which he is now proceedtng, as well as informa¬ 
tion of the languages of the mountaineer tiihes bordering on the Company's tetri- 
lorrkSw'' Mr^ Colebrooke was confident dial his proposed scheme was easy Ln practice, 
and could be executed at a very moderate cxpenie- 

Mr* Colebrooke's toeastire was agreed to. and a resolution was passed ordering his 
^Lhecne to be carried Into execution with as much expedition as practicable, fq their 
letter ot J4ih Ehtcember 1807 lo Government the Council of the CoUege ood^ their 
intention of printing and circubting vocibularlcs in Persian, Hindooscanee. Bengalee 
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and Suiskrit, but fecoraraended that, in the aaesmtiine. Sir Jaatet Mclnto«h'» plan of 
a compinttive vocabulary be reprinted and copies circulated tio public oSceri. The 
Governor-Geticral in Council approved, and this decision was communicated on the 
j^th January, 180S. 

Letter on the »8tb March, 1808. ^ve find the College Council writing to the Chief 
Secretary to Government and transinitting “ 480 copies of Sir James McIntosh s voca¬ 
bulary ot which 500 have been printed by the College in conformity to the order of 
Government contained In your letter of the i^lh January last- The Council of the 
CoHege beg leave to recommend that ten copies be sent to each siUa and city Magis- 
uite under this Presidency, and the remaining copies to the P^itical Residents at 
Foreign Courts with ioamctions to obtain and transmit to the Secretary to Government 
for the purpose of being forwarded to Sir James Mclntosb the information desired by 
him, relative to the languages current is the respective jurisdiction of the Magistrates, 
and within the terrlioiries of the states at whose courts the Poltdcai Residents are 
litationed.” 

The College Council further recommend that the Resident at Delhi be desired to 
extend lus enquiries as far as circumstances admit, from Delhi 10 the Attock, to Cabul, 
t:ashmere and Moulian, and thai all the Magistrates at frontier stations be instructed to 
extend their enquires to the contiguous countries as far as practicable. 

This appears to have been the gem of that comprehensive Linguistic Survey now 
approaclung completion under the superiniendence of the learned Dr. Grierson. 

In September 1807 we find a minute recorded by Mr. Colebrooke in which he 
,irongly reprehends the style of general espense in which the College students are 
living, owing mainly “ to a system of compulsion introduced among themselves which 
I,revcnis those who are disposed to be frugal from following their inclination in this 
respect. The etpensive entertainments given to each other by the students in the 
buildings are stated to be the chief source of expense and that, which t hey compel each 
other to incur,*' Mr. Colebrooke calla for a statement 0# debts at once and warns them 
that - unless the general style of expense be reduced, the College Council will be under 
the necessity of proposing to the Pauon and Visitor the institution either of a College 
Table" or of a Mess under rigid regulations of Collegiate Discipline, which it may be 
Apprehended will be irksome to the students but will be unavoidable.” 

The isth September. 1807, records a minute by Mr. H. T. Colebrooke announcing 
the completion of the Sanskrit Dictionary complied by Chief Pundit Muniram Tara.

assi Slants. This amount was gniited by Resolution of the College Council (j6th Sep¬ 
tember, I Boy). 

Or the 35 ih September, the Council have the latoentable duty oE reponiiig a 
vacancy In the office oE Asslsiant Secretary and Examiner in the College hy the decease 
of Lieutenant VVilliara Macdougall whose death occurred on the ifiih September, and 
express a hope that a successor may be early appointed as the instruction of a class 
of students was committed to Lieuienarit MacclougalL 

His last duty appears to have been the examination of the gentlemen Cadets at 
Haraset on the jist August, which illness prevented him from performing. At ibis 
same Council mecling a gift of books and manuscripts to the College Library by 
the Revd. C. Buchanan is acknowledged and thanks are returned to the donor. 
Among these books were two volumes of London on gardening and Scoll's Lay of the 
Last Minstrel. ,PhrriJHt/er of the ancient CbriatiaTi plates lately found in Travancore 
and the catalogues of four native libraries, via., the Raja of Tanjote, Ranimisseram. 
the Raja of Travancore and the Raja of Cochin. 

It is a lamentable fact that none of these volumes are now in the Library, Captain 
iMouat was evidently dissatisfied with his position In ihe College and requested the 
Secretary to lay his case before Council. He considers himself entitled to arrears of 
pay as Professor of HSndoostanee during the period he held charge of the Dcparimeni 
after the resignation of Mr. Gilcharlst in February until his own appointment. 
He also requests that the Hindoostanee Professorship may be put on the .same fooling 
as the Professorships of Arabic and Persian as regards pay. The Council declined 
to make any represeniatJon to Government on the ground that the salary had been 

by the express orders of the Court of Directors, and also of the length of time 
which had elapsed since Dr, Gilchrist's resignation. On ihe ajth September tSo- 
Dr. William Hunter, Secretary. College Council, addresses the following letter to 
.Major W, Raban, Commanding tiie Corps of Cadeis at Baraset. 

" Sir, 

I am directed by the College Council to inform j"oiJ, that Dr. J. fvcyden. who is 
appointed* lo succeed Ueiueoant MacdougalJ in the College, will proceed to Baraset 
to-morrow morning for the ptrrpose qf examining the gentlemen Cadets in 
Hindoosianee." 

On the 5th January i8d8, Mr. John Macdonald writes to Dr, Hunter to inform the 
College Council that the lease of his house in Tank Square al present occupied ly the 
Honourable Company as a College will expire at the end of June and expressing his 
desire to renew the lease with the Honourable Compativ on the same terms as the 
present and for any number of year-s not less than three thal the Honourable Comoanv 
may choose. 

On the Bth January 180B, .Mr. J. H. Harington was appointed by the Governor- 
General in Council , Prcsldem of the Council of the College of Fort Wifliam,

ilon in the following letter to the address of the Secretary, College Council. 

Sir^ 

The state oE my henJLh being such as to require my immediate return to Europe I 
have to request that you will communicate to the College Council my intemion to 
resign the office of Professor of the Hindoostanee Language on the departure of the 
" Zoitf Casf/triagk on which ship» 1 propose 10 embark. " In fon^'arding this 
resignaiion to the Governor-General the Cotincil bore test! many to Captain Mouat^s 
ability and success in the instruction of the students. 

On ibe und Febnmy i&oS tve find a letter appointing Captain John Taylor 
to be Professor of the Hindoostanee Language in the College of Fort William^ and 
f.leutenant Abraham Lockett to be Assistant to the Secretary of the College and 
Etaminer^ 

In jMarcH rSo 3 » Maulvi Roshan All of the Arabic Department dkd, and the College 
Council enquired from Mr. M. Lumsden whether it was necessary to replace him. Mr. 
Lumsden in his reply emphatically Impresses upon the Council the expediency of 
augmenting tbe establishment of his Department, and proposes that two maulvis shall 
be appointed In place oE the deceased Koshan All ai a salary of 100 rupees a monih 
each. Roshan All has, says Mr. Lumstlen, left behind Mm no equal in Arabic learniDg. 
and his death Is an irreparable loss. The Lite Mautvi spent his life In the service of 
the English Governments and the Hidaya^ the Futawa^ AJarnglrr, and his unfinished 
translation of the KfimCiSr stand as monuments to bis erudition. His family are left 
destitute by hlfl death, and taking into consideration his long and iDerkoriouS services 
be trusts the Government will exert an effectual libcmdity on this occasionn A Ferskur 
petition from the brother of the deceased Maulvi sets forth the list of bookE corrected 
or prepared by Klaulvt Roshan All and asks for a pension for his family. This requesi 
was grantedp and on the 6th May tSoS, the CouncU of the College are Informed that 
jhe Governor-General in Council has been pleased to grant a pension of too Sicca 
Rupees per month, Eor the support of the family of JMaulvi Roshan .All. subject to the 
approbation of the Honourable Court of Directors. 

In a letter to the Courrcil the Professor of .Vrabic and Fersian pul forward a 
proposal to print certain text books instead of going on using transcribed manuscripis 
copies. 

Hidterto he says it has been considered preferable that the students should use 
manuscript copies of the various books^ and transcribers have been retained for the 
purpose of providing these copies. With the Improvemeni which been effected 
in Persian types, ail the former objections to the use of primed text books have been 
removedn He therefore proposes to publish tn tvi'o voluines fif the Council of the 
College will defray the cost of the work) a collection of those books In prose or verse 
which are usually taught In the Persian classt the cost being gradually recovered by the 
sale of lb* books to students. He proposes to rcEaJn two good transcribers for 
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correcting manuscnpt^ of works to be pur lo press hereafter. The Cotmclt sMicUoned 
this proposal pro^ideti the proprietor of ibe Persian Press would consent to print the 
vdiuoes on the usual encDuragernem of m subscription for loo copies.—Should thejr 
decline, the proposal may be made to some other press. 

The medals oE honour presented to the students were stamped at the hOnlp and an 
honorarium of five hundred rupees was annually given to the foreman of the mint, 
Mr. Urquhart, as a remuneration for his trouble in sinhing and altcHtig the dies. At 
the Council meeting of the j 4th May 1808^ the Secretar)- i^-as directed to reque^ the 
opinion of the Mint blaster whether this wmi to be considered a moderate allowance. 
The Mint Master (fi, F. Forsterp Esq.), stated in reply to ibis enquiry iJiai die sum In 
question w'as a very moderate remuneTation for the trouble of sinking and altering the 
medal dies alone, but he begged leave lu obsen'e that h likewise comprehends his 
compensation for sinking dies and stamping ilie books (which are renewed annually). 
The dies, he says, are not merely altered but new" ones are sunk ^ they axe of too 
cielicite and complex a nature to admit of being struck from a master die. 

The continuance of this honorarium w^as accordingly sanctioned by the CoundL 
With reference to these medals we find from an entry in the froceedtngs of Council 
4th May 1803, that the dexice for the College Medals was draw n hy Mr. fL Home, who 
also exectued a device in copper plate for the Book of For this service he 

received a present of t,ooo Sicca Rupees. The device In copper plate here alluded to Is 
doubtless that which appears on the tide page of the Volume of Essays published 
in I Boa. 

The device Eor the College Medals Is that vthich appears, on tlie tide pages of 
Primliioc Oriemalcs Vol II, Calcutta tSoj. and Vol. Ill, 1804, wHh the addition of the 
words “College of Fort William'* on the device impressed on ihe medal. (See 
Appeodijt, Designs, Ac.) The first die from which the College Medals were struck was 
engraved by Mr. Hughes for which service he was avm-ded 500 Rupees, 

Mr, Lumsden In July i8o8 approaches the Councli with a request for the usual 
contributory subscription to an edition of the ** Muckainaiiiee Hurceree" which he 
wishes to prim et the Company's press. The Council recommend ibis work to the 
favourable consideration of Government, whose sanction to die proposal is conveyed 
in a letter, dated ^ih August i8o8. It was issued from the Honourable Company's 
press in two volumes, the fim of which appeared In 1809 and the second In iSu, and 
xvas followed by a supplement m the form of an Axabic^Fersian Dictionary tii iB-14. 
The latter was the work of Manivi Jaiin Alee. At a Connell meeting held on the 
16th November 1S08, an eitmct Erom a Public General Letter from the Court of 
Directors, dated and March 1808 was read. This letter called for an ample supply of 
original docunienlE no longer of sufilciem consequence to be preserved as records, 
from the diEferent offices of Government. 

The documents called for were

j. Hinioettam* i« /Ar Hagri CHratUt—ks. in Bebar and the Upper Provinces, 
correspondence and business in general is often carried on in the Hindavi and Nagree 
characters a sufEcient collection of Documents in this language Is desirable. 

4, Oiitrvafhnt— la ease a sufficient quantity or variety of subjects cannot be 
■.pared or collected from the different offices, a number of copies to be made in vaiiotis 
hands of such foroiB as may be found deficient ; joo Persian reeds for making pens 
were also called for. These were all supplied In January 1B09. Letters were 
accordingly written by the Council to the Registrar of th* Courts, to the Secretary to 
ihe Board of Trade, the Secretary to the Board of Revenue, and to the Persian 
Secretary to Government asking them to send what spare documents they had. 

From May I B08 all printing for the College was eaecuted at the Honourable 

Company's Press, No. 6 Esplanade Row. and monthly accounts were supplied to the 

College Council for the printing to enable them to keep a check upon the expenditure 
Incurred on this bead for which a limit of 20.000 Rupees annually had been assigned by 
(Sovernment, 

In December tfkjS the Writers’ Buildings were to be vacated for repairs, utd the 
Students occupying them were granted house-^reni till the buildings were again ready 
for their accomodation; 36 students names arc given (Proc*, II, S* 9 )’ 

At the same Council meeting Mr. Ijunsdeai brought forward his proposition to 
prepare for the Press a corrected edition of the Shah Nama of Firdousw with the 
assistance of Maulvi Muhammad Aslam and three oatives selected by him Of three 
Munshis from the College Establishment. He proposed to divide the work into 
Eight Volumes of which two were to be published every year. The material for this 
edition were four copies which Mr. Lumsden bad obtained on loan, and one copy, the 
property of General Malcolm, which he hoped to obiain on loan, Mr. Lumsdeti also 
hoped to obtain by the assislanccGf Mr. Brooke a very vTiIuable copy from Benares 
belonging to a native and conlainlng Farhang*i*shahnama. This he hoped to be able 
to purchase, but there i* no record that this purchase was ever completed. Only one 
volume of this work was printed apparently which was issued in tSt 1. The estimated 
cost per volume was Sicca Bs. 19-4 and the subscription for too copies Rs, 2.915 
M that Mr. Luroiden asked for sanction to an e-xpenditurc of Ra, 5-850 yoarl) for the 

two volumes. 

Mr. Lumsden also exhibited the Muniakhab-id-Lughat which was then completed 
with the exception of the English title page and list of errata. The Council anctioned 
Mr Lumsdert'a proposal as well as an additional grant of rupees *oo per men-sem for 
ihe'purpose ol engaging Munshis asked for. Only one volume of the work ever 
appeared, that was published in 1 Br 1. 

At this time also Mr. W. B. Bayley, Registrar to the Court of Sudder Dewanny 
and Niiamul Adawlut. forwarded to the College Council a letter with a Persian ani 
from Maulvi Nasat Ashraf formerly in [he employ of the College, asking to be allowed 
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10 poblisb hy subscription the Dabisian-i-Mazahtb. Scvemt iimnu:7crlpt copies hid 
' been procured more ipecialty one From Delhi. These ibe Miulvl had collected ^ and 
hid prepared in edition for publication,, he now sdicitecf the aid of Gavemnient. 
The College Council recommended this work lO Cenernment for encourage ntent by 
the usuaJ subscription for 100 copies at Rs;. 14 eaebp The sanction of GovernmeDt was 
accorded to this proposal on the ij,rd December iSo8« The worh wis published in 
1809^ (1114 A. Ff.). Mr.. Lumsdeti having applied to be allowed to borrow books 
from the Library of the Nawab Vtder^ and having received smetton^ submitted on the 
lUi January tSog a list of the books he was desirous borrowing (This list is given 
at page 545 of Proceeding; Volume II). 

Gm^emment also authorised subscription to four Sanskrit works to be published 
Baburim PUndii^ proprietor ot the new Sanskrii Press, namelyp the Ehagmbat Gila, the 
Geeta Gobloda, Amru Sutuk and Gbut Kurpur^ and Durga SupL Sutee 

Hitherto the printing of exercises. Examination Reports, and similar forms in use 
in the College had been always printed at the HIndoostanee Press and the Scramporc 
IHEission Press* The Government now enquired whether these and slmlLar forms might 
not be printed at the Government Press (i6Lh January 1809). 

In February 1809. on the recommendation of Captain Taylor, HindusUnee 
Professor, sanction was given to a subscription for lOo copies of the Prem Sagar and 
Rajneei for the use of the students In his Departinent^ 

In this same month the College Council reported to Go^^mment that the 
vocabularies In Persian and Hindustanee and those in Sanskrit and Bengali were 
ready* They also forwarded loo copies of each for distribution and stated that Dr. 
Leyden had offered to prepare similar vocabularies In Burmese and Malay, and 
recommended Government to accept his offer^ This voabnlajy could, they said, be 
primed at Serampore Mission Press where a fount of Burmese type existed. The^e 
suggestions were accepted by Got^rnMent* 

The Amara Cosha WTis now complete, and tcio copies were received into tl>e 
College library at a cost of 51 rupees per copy, 

U appears from a letter that Mr, Lockett Professor of Feraism in Februan 
1809 hut no record of the appointment appears to exist. 

The Directors writing with reference to the future appointment of Munshls for 
Hertford College ordered that the salary offered them should be reduced to X500 a 
a year, this being the salary of all European Professors. In May 1S09 the edition of 
the Sui-Suee of Beharee Lall was printed by Baboorain Pundit and on the recommend- 
atkm of the College too ct^ies were subscribed for by Govemmem at Rs, a 
copy. 

In May 1809 Captain Malcolm I^lcLcod CbminandiDg the Cadet Company ai 
Baraset was supplied with 70 copies of Hunter's Hindustanee Dictionary for the use 
the Cadets, allowing one copy to each room. 

Towards the end of this month the Governor-General In Council decided th^ ^ fjt 
future the disputations should be held in J uJy Instead of Ln February In order to avoid 
the Inconvcnknce experienced by the students leaving the College m reaching their 
^ioni. The Coqjiicil were ordered to amend the Statutes accordingly^ At the same 
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time that ihe new Staiute^ were promul^atedp (iSth June iBo^h tile College CounciE 
issued a notice ind mating that ** two pews on the south stde of the Gallery in the New 
Church, and a pew in the central part of the Old Church have been appropriated for 
their use-" (The New Church here mentioned Is the " Old Cathedral" or Su John'ts 
Church of which the foundation stone was laid on the 6th April 17S4 hy Mr* Wheeler, 
ft fortdaJly consecrated on Sunday the t^th June Tlie Old Church " was the 

Church known as the Mission Church in Mission Row which was opened! on Advent 
Sunday^ 1770. See Hyde. P. A. 155^) 

hlr. Luiusden on the 5th June 1809 fotwardi 100 copies of the first volume of the 
Persian Miscellany. This work he states, to e^ttend to five or possibly si a 
volumes, am! would form a continuous course of re^ng far the Persian classes during 
eighteen months. He also asks for the assistance of Maulvi Abdool Ruheem at a 
salary of 50 Rupees a momh in preparing the ,Arabic Grammar upon which he Is 
engaged. Govemmenl -upon the recommendation of the Council acceded to both 
requests, ami of their own accord undertook 10 defray the expense of the work. Cer¬ 
tainly the College of Fort William had no cause to complain of the support received 
from the GovcmuiEitt* Of the loo copies of the Miscellany 50 were sent to Fon 
St- George and Rambay and 40 10 Hertfon College* There is no copy m the Board oJ 
Examiner's Library. 

In July 1809^ Dr. William Carey was struck down with a severe attack of fever 
and in applying for a month's leave Supports his application by a certificate signed h> 
David Darling* Assistant Stirgeon 8th Regt- N, 1 . The leave was granted, and 
Mr. J-Marshman assisted in lha Bengali DepartmeiU in Dr, Carey's plica till the 
t ith August 1809, when he reports to the Council tlal ** Dr* Carey ts so completeh 
recovered as to be able to resuma bis customary College duties." 

Mr, Harington reported ihat as the Hidayah was deficient in the Law of inheri¬ 
tance he proposed to print 1 As-Scnijjujah as an Appendix In a separate Volumr. 
Gevernment accorded their sanction 10 this proposali 

In August of this year (1809,) Caplin Taylor^ Hindoosunee Professor was obliged 
to take Leave to sea on account of bis health, hj$ medical certificate being signed b> 
Dr. James Hare^ who added to it his " earnest advice to proceed as soon as possible/' 
The leave was granted and Lieutenant Lockett was appointed to officiate for him during 
his absence. 

In September 1809^ a veiy^ important siep was taken by Mr, Lumsden tomrds^m- 
tmg the Library of the College on a more ^ttsfactory footing as regards its Arabic and 
Persian Literature, tie wrote a long letter to the Council under date 1 1 si Septenthei 
enclosing 1 list of x^rabic books which it a-as desirable to purchase md reque^ng undci 
the orders of Government the residents of fateknow, Delhi and Sassorah might br 
provided with copies of the dialogue and Instrycted to purctiese such of che books 
ihcy might be able to procure- He also urged the neccsiliy of taking similar measure^ 
with reference to the Persian library of the College. " I forbeaip" he writes, *'ts> 
enlarge upon the imporunce of these measures 10 the ^ucccsslul accompllshmem ot 
the objects of our Instiruiion, because the nec^sity of forming a good librafy in everv 
branch of Oricmal Literature is (00 plain to require t>r even to admit of illustration" 

In this same letter Mr» Lumsden refers to the Shall Nama which he has in hind, 
but which has been retarded by the eternal procrastin.iton of one htiulvl and ihr 
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rteiertioit Mr. Luiiiiden also forwuds loo copies of the ist volume of 

the MuckaraSLiitc Hareeree and hopes the jnd voLiime will be fead/ in six months. 

was not radj dU three years taicrk The list of Arabic books required is a long 
one. occupying Si columns of large fotio. and comprising all the most impoitant works 
ot Antbic Literature. Dr. Hunter in forwarding Mr. Lumsden's letter to Govemmeni 
pointed out that a sum erf $,oOo Rupees would remain unappropriated in oousequence 
of the alteration in the period of the annual eicaminatlons, and laid before Government 
\ recommendation that Mr. Lumsden's proposals should be adopted. This sanction 
was accorded In a letter of the t^th September, and an advance oE 5 ,.000 Rupees was 
also granted towards the publication of tbc Shab Nama. A lew weeks later (13th 
October iSog) Government consenied to subscribe for the usual 100 copies of a work 
projected by Lieuitenani Lockett, a "^Translation of the three first ekmentary books on 
Arabic Syntax, er?., the Mecut Aamih the Shurha Meeui Aamil and Hidayateon-naho.*' 
Liculcnani Lockett also intimated his intemion of annexing to these works a Praxis 
from the Akhwan-oos^Suffa and Mukamati Hurccree with a vocabulary of the principal 
worda and a literal translation of the whole/' but it does not appear that this intention 
wax ever earned inio effeet, though there arc Isolated passages from the two works 
above mentioned. 

Ox the *6lh October 1809, the first loo copies of the MishcamJ Masabih were 
received into the Library of the College at a c4Kt of Rs. 3,100 which was defrayed by 
GovcriiDQent.

Mr. A. Galloway of Midnapore writes on the i4ih December iSb^, renewing a 
former proposal to publish a translation of the “ Muktasar Kudooree *" a book of Maho- 
medan Law^ expected to eijend to Soo quarto pages. Upon the recommendatioii of 
the College Courtcil the Government were pleased to subscribe lor too copies of the 
wort. 

(It does not appear that this was ever published). 

Dr. Leyden's Vocahular>^ of the Bur man and Malay languages was approaching 
completion in Januaiy 18 Jo, when be forwards to the College Cotmcll as a specimen 
siheet stating that be has added a column for Knglish words, and one for the corres¬ 
ponding Siamese or Thai words. The Council authorised the printing of 500 copies, 
Govemmern support was accorded at this same time (19th January iSto) to the 
publication by Baboo Ram Pundit of the Ramayan of Toolsee Das at 20 Rupees a copy 
and a week later (adlh January 181D) accorded tEteLr sanction to the pubikaiion of a 
volume of Hindoostanec stories (Kaqli)at- 1 -H 1 ndl) wlch a glossary by CaptaJit Taylor 
And Lieutenant Lockett and also of a grammar of the Brij Bhakha Language. Both 
ihefe works were prepared by Lulloo Lai Kub the Bhakha Munshi to the College. 

On February jtfa 1810, Dr. John Leyden wrote to the CoHege CuuneiJ a letter 
embodying his proposal to publish the Aiabk lexi and an English tiuslation of Ibntd- 
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Wardi'fiKberccUt-d-Aj&yeb." The leLter b interesting » « cororpenury upon the 
ihen existing neglect of the Anb geographer's works. Covernraent granted the u:sua 1 
subscription of 100 copies. 

Captain Taylor's health EaiLing in February rStO, he applied to the ConneU for 
permission for Ueutenant LccLctt to assist him by taking two dt the junior classes, and 
this vras sanctioned as a lemporary measure. Dr. Carey' Mahratta Dictionary was 
completed and loo copies received by the College on and March i^tex 

Fifty nine copies of Gladwin's Persian Hlndoostanee and English Dictionary were 
%t\\i by the V^ice-President in Council on the q\h March iSio to be deposited in the 
College Library* 

Dr* Robert Tyiler on this same date applied to the College Council for the usual 
«ncou>agenieni to be bestowed upon his translation from the Persian into Engibh of a 
treatise on the permutations occasioniily occurring to the leiteri In the Arabic Language. 
The Council recommended this to Government who granted it. 

At this time May iStO^ two students of the College were dismissed from k La 
consequence of having been removed from the Company's servke in accordance with 
a resolution passed that ** any person In the Company's Civil and Military service as 
shall appear by satisfactory evidence to have obtained their appointments by corrupt 
considerations paid either by themselves or through their friends shall be rendered 
incapable of holding any situation whatever in the Company's service." In accordance 
with this resoluboo two writers and nine Cadets whose names are given were rejected, 
and ordered 10 leave India forthwith. 

Thai so long as commerce Nourished artii and Icurnlng might die ** appears from a 
paragraph In a public letter from the Honourable Court of Directors, dated 6th Septem¬ 
ber i 3 oy in which, in response loan application from the President oE the Asiatic 
Society for a list of the most esteemed works of ScieiKe artd Uccralure extant m the 
several languages in India, they reply that however desirous we are to aid the cause 
of literature, it is not allowable for us In the financial circumstances of the Company to 
^tkbjcct them to any material charge on thk Account" 

Now aher the lapse of three yws is received the decision of the Directors regard¬ 
ing the allowances to be paid to Mr. Lutnsdeti while acting for Captain Bail lie during 
the deputation of the latter to Buiidelkhund. It must have been excessively embarras¬ 
sing to ha^'e to wait so long for sanction to expenditure already meurred. Adverting to 
the cases of Messrs. Tucker and Wake man, the Directors request that provision may be 
made for the more efficient government of the CoUege if it is defective. The Directors 
were inclined to dismiss these two gentlemen who were placed under suspension by 
the Governor-General, but tn consideration of the Upse of time they were unwilling 
10 have recourse to so exureme a measure and they were to be reiastated. On 
the 4ih of April tSioa number of books In the Oriental Languages were presented 
10 the Asiatic Society for which the thanks of the Society were received in a letter, 
dated 6th ApnL At this time the College Council called upon Mr. Lumsden to 
deposit in their Library 100 copies of his PerOan grammar for which he had received 
their subscription. He demurs on the ground that by complying with theh request 
ai the present juncture he wiU lose the copy^right which he ii mmt anxious to relain. 
His letter is a long one and refer! to the " liberal policy of the East India Company*' 
by which an oriental seholtf is permitted to aspire to bi|h public employment'^. He 
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4eeitii to conjtidCT thai the enforcement by the CoHeite nf iheir fight to loO copSet if 
* n injury to his and their interests, and aslu to be allowed to retain the whole edition 
for his own benchi In comideration of tbe speciaity difficult character of the smirk. 
He mentions that he is engaged upon an Arabic grainmar which he hopes to be able 
to finish in four years. Mr. Ltimsden stqjporte his application by an opinion giver 
by the Advocate-General, In reply the Council Called upon Mr. Lumsden to produce 
his authority for printing the grammar nt the expense of the College. The Council 
Proceedings of ijrd May iSoj do not sanction this, but luerely encourage 
Mr. Ltrmsden to proceed with his undertalung. The GovemOr^General in Council 
took this view, that the book must be considered to have been printed at the esoense 
of the College Council on this aittbority, but considered that the buGbiess had been 
loosely conducted. TTie demand of the College Council wii ordered to he postponed 
but hfr. 7 .uTnsden's claim to the whole edition was disallowed. In the course of tbi.' 
letter the College in England is called “ Hertford Castle." 

The Ikhwanos Safa In Urdu translated from the Arabic by Toorab Alee wai. 
recommended in April tSio for the sttpport of the College; the Cduncifreeotnmended 
Government to sanction the usual subscription for too copies. This was acceded to. 
The Rulllyatl Eiuda also prepared by Captain Taylor was recebiedi upon Its coei- 
pletion In June tSia 

That “ cribbing" was not unknown a century ago « shewn by a report of the 
examiners on the 30th June iSio that “ such a disparity netted between the oral and 

written nerctses of Messrs. - and - as excited in our minds a suspicion of thr 

means whereby the latter were performed." These gentlemen were re-examined after 
stroggHng like hooked fish to avoid It and an declining to undergo a wrijten 
exmlnation, were classed by the examiners on the results of the oral examinatFon/wiih 
this remark we saw no grounds for thinking their actual proficiency lower than that 
exhibited hy their oral examinations" a piece of biting sarcasm which mtist lave hugely 
pleased Its authors. 

Tarince Chandra Milra. Head Munshi in the Hindustani Department wtls autho¬ 
rised to publish an edition of all the Hindustani works of Meer Tuqee fMir TaqB. 
Mr, G. A. C. Master, acting Magistrate of Chittagong, submitted his vocabulary of 
words corrtJiponding to the rersian and Hindustani in the language of the Muggs and 
other inhabitants to the southward and etshrard of hts zitlah This ^-ocabularj- wa^ 
examined hy Dr, I.«jden and highly commended. Dr, r.eyden asked that hfr. Master 
might be asked to continue his good work by procuring a similar vocabulary of the 
language in use by the hill tribes, but as Mr. STasier was iransferred this ccaild not be 
done. Dr. Sfacyae was. however^asked to undertake the task. Dr. Leyden was alsn 
asked to report upon the Pushtoo Dictionary and Grammar compiled by (the late) 
Mohubbut Khan and reported that it was a work of considerable merit anti as a first 
work in the Pushtoo language particularly valuable. He appends to his own report 
a note upon the work by Amir Mobemmad (Phic. TV. p, 11)5.), Pushtoo Mujishl to thr 
College. A vocabulary of Oocya and English was also complied by Mohan Pershad 
Thakoor, which received the support of Government, (ii-j-tjto). 
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
